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Revelstoke dam gets 
provincial green light

Water Rl^ts Oomptroller 
Howard DeBeck Friday gave 
B.C. Hydro the go-ahead to 
hulld a $1.2 billion dam on the 
Columbia River near Revel¬ 
stoke. It will be the province'* 
second largest dam. 

The decsion follow* the 
longest public hearings 21 
day* plu* eight weeks of i*e- 
view ever held on a dam- 
building project In B.C. 

Objectors coneenlrafed 
their criticism on three 
aspects; 

• Safety in view- of a large 
landslide area near Dovvnie 
Creek, above the damsite. 

• Adverse effects on fish 


and wildlife and the general 
environment. 

• Adverse effect* on the 
economy of Revelstoke and 
the general area. 

DeBeck said he found the 
evidence presented by a panel 
of geolc^lcal ejqjerts on the 
I'lownie slide area 'impres- 
.sive." 

“I found the evidence of the 
Downie slide panel impressive 
and consider that there is 
everv’ reasfjn to believe that 
the Downie slide can he stahi- 
lii^ed to a safe condition," De¬ 
Beck said. 

"It was very clear, how¬ 
ever. that the remedial mea¬ 
sures proposed were still in 
the conceptual stage and had 
not yet been designed.”

"When yon consider the 
wage* that our loggers re¬ 
ceived this year, none of 
Jack’* iDVAi members is ex¬ 
actly hurting." 

"This year, on average, 
they vvorketi 40 to 50 per cent 
more days than in 1975 and 
about five per cent more than 
in 1974” 

Forrest was responding to a 
statement made Thursday by 
Munro on a Mac.Millan Bloe- 
del woods shut-down caused 
by poor markets for forest 
products. 

The closure. In effect at the 
end of T-Mday’s shifts, will 
last until about mid-January.

But he said the fart that 
agents were being used was 
not sun»rising and no details 
of the agreement were dis¬ 
cussed in the meeting. 

Both the Progressive Con¬ 


servatives and the New Dem- 
oefatR have been pressing the 
government for two years to 
end overseas sales on grounds 
they are morally wrong and 
might lead to a spread of nu¬ 
clear weapons. 

The govemnuiiil has reject¬ 
ed that aijMfnent. saying it 
had a moral rrs]>onsibility to 
sliaie its technology with un- 
derdevclof»ed countries in the 
lace of stcarhly rising world 
oil prices. But the oiiposition 
may get its way through de¬ 
fault. 

"Who would want to deal 
w’ith us now?’’

A. a resuJt DeBeck haa nr- 
dered Hydro to lower the 
water level In the proposed 
storage area until he's sa¬ 
tisfied that the Downie jlide 
stabili/attrgi work ha* been 
completed. 

"I have made it a condition 
of the licence that the level of 
water retained by the dam 
shall not exceed an elevation 
of 1,851) feet until remedial 
work with rcsfiect to the Dow¬ 
nie slide has been completed 
io my satisfaction.” DeBeck 
said. "This means the water 
level will be restricted to .30 
feet below the full design until 
satisfactory stabiluation mea¬ 
sures have been constructed 
and are working satisfac¬ 
torily."

DeBeck said he was aware 
that by lowering the water 
level he was also reducing the 
power outjiut.” (But) . . 
since the ixnver output will 
only be reduced by about 
seven per l ent, Ihe economic 
viability oi the pniject will 
m’l be lost in spile of the 
reduced benefits and tlK* proi- 
eel could operate indelinitely 
under this restriction if 
deemed necessary."

Blais said Friday he remains 
optimistic that worker* will 
slay on the lob. 

Blais told reporter* "the 
less that i« said about a-com¬ 
bative attitude . . . the better 
‘i1 will be." 

The dispute over tech¬ 
nological change in Uie post 
office should be resolved pri¬ 
vately and not through public 
statements, he said. 

"I choose, in my own style, 
not to have that confronta¬ 
tion." 

CUPW president Joe David¬ 
son said in a radio interview 
before the start of a three-day 
union executive meeting that 
CUPW leaders also "hope we 
can resolve this without re¬ 
sorting to strike action.” 

"But T don’t rule out the 
possibility of a strike.” 

Blais said Friday he Is 
available to meet union exec¬ 
utive* if they request such a 
meeting. But he said he was 
not prepared to renegotiate 
the contract, signed last De¬ 
cember after a bitter seven- 
w-eek strike. 

The ^.22.000-memher union 
*ays the government has re¬ 
peatedly violated its contracl 
commitment to fully consult 
the union before introducing 
technological changes. 

Blais denies that the gov¬ 
ernment has violated the con¬ 
tract. although hr acknow-i- 
edges thei*e is a difference in 
interpretation of the collective 
agi'eement. ^ 

The dispute was raised in 
(he CcMTimons for the third 
straight day Friday, with 
.fohn Rodj^ue?: iNTiP—ticket 
Belt) asking Parliament "to 
demand that 'the post office 
department cease its flagrant 
violation of the contract.”

In granting Hydro the li¬ 
cence to proceed DeBeck has 
retained for himself the power 
to intervene in the project 
should the crca%'n corporation 
fail to live up to rigid environ¬ 
mental rules. 

Among the requirements Is 
the order that withfin three 
months Hydro must employ 
one fisheries biologist and one 
wildlife biologist to assist 
compiling environmental gui¬ 
delines for construction to 
monitor fisheiy and wildlife 
aspects of the project and to 
gather additional information 
as required by DeBeck. 

DeBeck said detailed 
aspects of environmental con- 
ttol would have to wait until 
the fish and game blologisl.s

He said that while objectors 
to the project made a good 
r.a«c during the hearings he 
was convinced the darn was 
necessary. 

"I believe Um» evidence is 
convincing ihat the [Revel 
.«toke pro.iect is required and 
Is economically attractive for 
B.C. HyTlro and the prov¬ 
ince." 

In his formal "notice of de¬ 
cision," DeBeck states that 
Hydro "has good and 

sufficient reason for the con¬ 
struction of the proposed proj¬ 
ect and that the proposed 
projwl would be in the public 
interest." 

^^'hile there is no construc¬ 
tion schedule as yet, Hydi'o is 
aiming for a IdS.? completion 
dale. DeBeck has given the 
corporation a 1990 final com¬ 
pletion date. 

The licence permits 90.000 
cubic feet of water a second 
to be diveiled for the dam 
and the storage area to hold 
l.iiOO.OOO acre-feet of water 
per year. 

In addition to the dam the 
proje\-t includes the corvslruc- 
tioTi of a power plant, reser¬ 
voirs. auxiliary works and 
roads. 

The licence also stipulates 
that Hydro must construct 
recreational facilrHes in the 
vieinify of the resenoir "as 


directed by the water comp¬ 
troller in consultation with 
Hydro and Ihe deputy min¬ 
ister of recreation and conser¬ 
vation."

A s[x)kesman for the land- 
owners said work has stopped 
on an area totalling al)out 
J06.250 acres becaase of the 
inva.sions, holding up the 
planting of winter wheat. 

In Mexico City, the new 
Agrarian Reform Minister, 
Jorge Ro .)0 Lugo, said the 
government will not tolerate 
either invasions or the con¬ 
tinued existence of big estates 
above the legal maximum of 
247 acres of Irrigated land. 

But he did not say whether 
would follow the example of 
former president Liii.s ?>he- 
wrria, w1io stirred up bitter 
hostility from landowners last 


month by exi)ropriating big 
estates in the north. 

The land Issues is a crucial 
matter for the new president’s 
image. 

If he bows to i>easant de* 
niands he will immediately 
lose the support of business, 
but if he holds out there is an 
increasing risk of violence be¬ 
tween the peasants and the 
e<iually well-armed estate 
hands.

Voters in a special election 
at Cambridge gave the Cbn- 
servatives a runaway victory. 
The Tmes. who won the seat 
in 1974 with a majority of 
2,773 votes, recaptured if with 
a 9,625-vote marjdn—indicat¬ 
ing a voting “swing” of 9.9 
per cent in their favor. It was 
the third loss for Labor in the 
past month.

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A sad UN record 


L \ST week the United Slates ambassador to the 
t nited Nations, William Scranton, strongly 
criticized the world organization for its continuing 
disinterest in human rights. "The only universality 
that one can honestly associate with the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights is universal lip service, 
he said, , 

Recording his government s deep disappointment 
in the matter, he characterized the UN record on 
human rights as being strong on rhetoric but sadly 
deficient" in terms of accomplishmenfs. 

The United Nations, he continued, spends a great 
deal of energy on recognizing rights hut little in 
providing remedies for the wronged 

Hointing out that human rights were now treated 
as little more than a political issue, he asked why the 
Tehran conference had all but restricted its focus to 
anti-Israeli grievances and the black-white problems 
ol southern .-Urica while consciously ignoring other 


obvious and egregious Instances 
every continent 

f'iting violations of human rights around the 
world, Mr. Scranton mentioned the Baltic states of 
Uithuania. lailvia and Estonia where basic freedoms 
and religious expression are denied; Indochina where 
there is coercive political indoctrination in so-called 
work camps", some Latin American countries 
where massive detention and torture of political 
prisoners take place; African countries in which there 
IS mass slaughter taking place, and the Soviet Union 
where freedom of thought, religious freedom and 
emigration is denied. 

As much as Mr. Scranton's frankness is to be 
admired it would be foolish to believe that his words 
will result in anything but a spate of denials. The bitter 
truth is that as long as the majority of nations now 
making up the membership of the world organization 
are guilty of the injustices he names no action will be 
taken.

Departmental figures now show, according to The 
Province, that 755 jobs were found in July and August. 
924 in September and 844 in October — a total of 2,543. 
or with jobs found through Canada Manpower 
deducted, a total of 2,183. 

And Mr Stew is reported to have said his aim is to 
have placed 3.000 in jobs by the end of the year 
His credibility is restored, in large measure 
But the question remains How many of those 
placed in jobs will still be working by the end ol the 
vear?

given newcomers, especially British or European 
immigrants, in South Africa. 

Neither ol these explanations, however, covers tlie 
application ol the word in Canada 

As now being talked of in Upper and Lower 
(aiiada, rednecks live somewhere in darkest 


Ontario or wesl ol the .Mamtoba-Ontario border, being 
concentrated most heavily in Alberta and British 
Columbia 

The.se Canadian "rednecks are those who are 
iiiosi to blame lor a separatist government taking over 
the province of (Juebec because they didn't approve of 
the bilingualism program and did nol appreciate the 
sensitiveness ol French-speaking Canadians 

According to eastern Canadian sources, they are 
the ones to whom Hrime .Minister Trudeau was 
appealing when he told the country that Quebecers 
must be made to feel at home outside of their own 
province. They are the ones that caused all the trouble 
in the first place 

Erom such snippets we have now gleaned enough 
inlormation to come up with the folowing definition 
redneck, n. ipolitical sl.l. Non Erench-speaking, un¬ 
hyphenated Canadian; usually white. Anglo-Saxon lor 
related i, protestant. agnostic or atheist; one who lives 
outside .Montreal or Toronto, not a Liberal; unilingual

Members of Parliament 
l omplained bitterly when the 
prime minister chose to ex 
press his views on the Quebec 
election directly to the Cana¬ 
dian people by television before 
debating the subject in the 
House of Commons But those 
who knew him well were nol 
.surprised

His decision was not so much 
a deliberate "contempt of 
Parliament,” as many of his 
(Titles insist, as it was a highly 
sophisticated appreciation of 
power and influence of the 
mass media. The PM. like 
most politicians, is suspicious 
of journalists interpreting the 
news so he makes considerable 
effort to take maximum advan- 
tage of what he calls a 
Controlled press ” This in¬ 
cludes TV monologues, person- 
lo-person TV interviews and 
-Structured press conferences 
when the subject matter Is 
largely predictable 

The recent TV fireside 
chat” was a perfect example 
The PM knew that if he “per- 
formed” well and presented a 
flexible and statesmanlike im¬ 
age. it wouldn't really matter 
what the pundits said 
afterward 

He did manage to convey the 
impression of sweet 
reasonableness both on TV and 
again at his follow-up press 
conference. Free from distrac¬ 
tion by disrespectful and unru¬ 
ly MPs, he was in complete 
mastery of the situation The 
Ottawa press corps played the 
role of intimidated pussy-cats 
lapping warm milk from the 
master's saucer 

Without doubt, the PM will 
< ontinue to use these proved 
techniques until Parliament is 
televised Joe Clark had tried 
to get him to speak in the (^m-

electronically as fast as the 
commentators' 

By the time he rose to begin 
speaking in the CommtHis, the 
(ontents of the budget, along 
with his comments, were 
.ivailable to the public. Pundits 
from business, labor aijd the 
rneAlia were adding their two 
cents’ worth so many members 
of Parliament sat in the lobbies 
behind the Commons chamber 
to watch television. That was 
the only way they could really 
be up to date on what was going 
on 

The crucially important look 
at the relationship between 
Quebec and Canada was even 
more compelling. By con 
sensus. all of the party leaders 
acquitted themselves well and 
made points Rut Messrs 
Clark. Broadbeni and Fortin 
were speaking in a vacuum in 
the sense that they were 
responding to a speech thev 
hadn’t heard 

One can only wonder how dif¬ 
ferent the exchange might have 
been if it had really been an ex¬ 
change instead of a series of 
set pieces. Judging by the 
scene in the (Commons the next 
attemoon, it would have been 
quite different 

The range of subject 
material was broader but 
television viewers would have 
been gluenl to their seats in 
fascination by the wit. charm, 
puffery, rage and outrage. It 
would have been great TV — a 
combination situation comedv 
and modem Canadian tragedy. 

No doubt taxpayers would be 
outraged the first time they 
saw MPs passing notes, signing 
mail, engaging in private con¬ 
versation or nodding drowsily 
It would take time for viewers 
to understand that the catcalls. 


jeering, interruptions and desk 
pounding is all part of the 
game” of politics and act as 
essential tedium relievers for 
MPs whose standard work dav 
IS 12 to 14 hours 
And. of course, the ham ac¬ 
tors would have a field day 
playing to the cameras and tr> 
mg to steal scenes. But that has 
been true since television 
became an important factor in 
political life. Some of our most 
successful politicians qualifv 
for Oscar nominations 
No doubt there is fear that 
televised proceedings would 
lavor some of the actors over 
others. But it should be 
rcmembercHl that the cameras 
show the warts as well as the 
warmth, so some reasonable 
balance may he achieved 


The crisis is now ' the PM 
said, exaggerating a bit tor 
dramatic effect, because the 
relationship between Knglish 
and French-speaking Cana 
dians. which he characterized 
as a marriage, will continue to 
have its tense moments tor 
months and perhaps years 
ahead And it Parliament 
representing the Canadian 
taniily. is to play any impor 
tant part in the process of un 
(lerstanding and reconciliation 
It has to be relevant 
Televising proceedings from 
.the chamber would be 
traumatic. But it would 
revitalize Parliament as a 
centre ot action and the 
cameras would give Canadians 
a much truer picture of the real 
hopes and attitudes of their te) 
low citizens. In the long run 
that would be safer than “dot 
lored” approaches with pa>i 
sions and expletives deleted

They know that the unrest in 
I'anama over the past 15 years 
has had its origin primarily 
with Soviet and ('uhan agents 
operating with a very small 
number of Panamanian ex 
iremisls The Panamanian peo¬ 
ple at large have no part in the 
agitation, and are welt aware 
oi the benefits they derive (rom 
the canal 

The attitude of 13 Western 
Hemisphere nations on the sub 
ject of (‘anal control was clear¬ 
ly expressed in the Inter 
American Conference <jn 
Freedom and Security in 
September of 1975 where it was 
affirmed unquestionably that 
the conference opposed any 
conveyance of American 
authority in the Canal Zone to 
Panama 

The trade, and Ihiis the 
economic health, of manv 
Latin American countries 
pivots on sale and certain use 
of the canal Those countries 
have no illusions as to the un¬ 
substantial nature of Panama 
dictator Torrijos and those 
around him 

In short, a strong stand will 
be seen by every reasonable 
Latin American government as 
a move toward stability. 

As to (he second point 
respecting ownership, it would 
be hard to find a less equivocal 
legal position than the United 
States enjoys in the ('anal 
Zone It has been tested all the 
way to the U S. Supreme Court, 
not once but twice, and the in¬ 
variable po.sture of the court is 
that the zone is U S. terrttorx’ 
in every sense of the word In 
Its mo.Ht recent declaration the 


Canal Zuiie in described as in 
corporated lerrltorv of the 
I nited Slates ' over which^ 
Congress has complete and 
plenary authority 

Despite this fact In 
Kebruarv ot 1974. the I S 
secretary nl state and a 
representative ol Panama 
signed Principles of 
Agreement” which signify U.S 
readiness progressively to turn 
over the (’anal Zone to Panama 
and. subsequently, to convey Jit;. 
He to the canal itself to the 
Panamanians 

Just how a secretary of state 
could take such action in (he 
face of the Supreme Court’s as¬ 
sertion that ‘ (’ongress has 
complete and plenary authority 
over the ('anal Zone " is not 
clear Nevertheless, it hap¬ 
pened. and the American peo¬ 
ple should know about it 

Finally on the matter of the 
strategic significance of the 
('anal Zone, a good way to ap¬ 
praise th(* issue 4s through the 
eyes ot the Soviet Union. 

The Russians have declared 
as far back as the days of 
Lenin — tliat their long-range 
aim was to possess themselves 
of the critical sea bottlenecks 
on the globe the Suez Canal, 
the Strait of (libraltar. the 
Malacca Stralt’ahd the 
Panama Canal. 

Where Panama is concerned 
the Soviet main strategic pur¬ 
pose is to make it impossible 
for the United States to shuttle 
naval units and naval logistic 
support freely from the Pacific 
td Atlantic and vice versa, 
through Panama To advance 
this program they have es 
lablished' a sutauintiai naval 
presence In Cuba. They have 
exercised their Cuban satellite 


at hffensive operations 
oversea.s in Angola — and 
there is no doubt now that they 
are quite capable of attempting 
the same thing in Panama 

Viewed from the American 
side, there is the fact that most 
of the 15,00(1 ships which transit 
the canal every year are in¬ 
volved in commerce that af¬ 
fects the United States, U S 
economic welfare is massively 
dependent on sure and secure 
use of the canal, not just by 
U S men-of-war but by 
merchant shipping of all flags. 
★ * ★ 

A- iiil .uL AmfiTtcans have 
sensed all these things instinc¬ 
tively Large segments of 
society have expressed 
themselves vigorously — 38 
senators, the Ameri(‘an 1,/egion 
and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars all have made clear their 
determination that there shall 
be no reduction in V S 
authority or control ot the 
Canal Zone and the canal The 
people at large, as reflected in 
a public opinion poll by Opinion 
Research, held in favor ot no 
change In sovereignly over the 
canal by a margin ot 76-to-16 
per cent 

The truth of it all is that the 
United States at the grass roots 
wants no concessions whatever 
in this matter 

It would be nice if Mr ('arter 
were spared major strategic 
and geopolitical decisions for a 
time after his accession to of¬ 
fice. But the world does not 
work that way. and it would 
behoove him to face up to the 
Panama problem in its most 
naked and unembellished form, 
realizing 4hat power and nerve 
are the handmaidens of inter¬ 
national respect while indeci¬ 
sion and vacillation are invita¬ 
tions to disaster

I'his Will obviously be neces¬ 
sary. since Sprague says he ran 
haidly do with a staff of less 
than 170 They will lay the 
groundwork for the public 
hearings to begin in March or 
April. The ultimate goal Is far 
from clear, certainly as far as 
the Kennedy case is concerned 

The allegations in the Senate 
intelligence inquiry of CIA 
plots to assassinate Fidel 
Castro started a rash of new 
rumors. Did Castro plot Ken¬ 
nedy's murder to get even? Did 
he put the psychotic Lee 
Harvey Oswald Up to doing the 
job? 

All this is the stuff of spy 
fiction. While it may feed the 
appetite for sensation it is hard 
to see what it can add. even If 
all the allegations should be 
proved out. to America’s future 
or. specifically, to relations 
with the Castro regime A mor¬ 
bid preoccupation with the 
Kennedy tragedy has inspired 


morbid minds lo wild conjec¬ 
tures. 

For members of the Kennedy 
family rehearsing the grim 
details of that dreadful day in 
Dallas is bound to be painful 
The late President Kennedy’s 
mother, now 86. should not be 
subjected to a repetition of the 
ordeal nor should others of the 
family 

The King assassination may 
be on a dlfterent footing. The 
plea of guilty by James Earl 
Ray clused off any extensive 
inquiry. Perhaps Ray, now 
seeking a new trial with a 
renunciation of his concession, 
may have been the instrument 
ot a plot against the black 
leader who had done so much 
tor his people 

But even If this should be 
proved out. what public good 
would it serve? King is 
enshrined in the national pan¬ 
theon and his widow. Mrs 
Coretla King, is herself a 
leader The voting rights art 
was a demonstrable factor in 
the election of Jimmy Carter 
with his base in the solid South 
Sprague, a Philadelphia 
lawyer, gained his notoriety as 
the successful prosecutor of 
Tony Boyle of the United Mine 
Workers for the JablonskI 
murders. He is now on the trail 
of bigger game. 

Hie Warren Commission, of 
which President Ford, as then 
House minority leader was a 
member, may have committed 
errors of omission. It 
has recently been alleged that 
they never saw a J. Edgar 
. Hoover memo recounting a 
visit of Oswald to officials in 


the Cuban embassv in Mexico 
two months before the assas 
sination. He is said to have told 
them ot his intention lo murder 
the president 

But whatever his motive no 
one has been able to prove thai 
Kennedy died ol other than the 
shot tired as. in his open cai 
he passed the School Bank 
Repository where Oswald was 
employed. 

Littie imagination is re¬ 
quired to see how this mis¬ 
erable pageant of the past will 
proceed. Among the witnesses 
to be subpoenaed will certainh 
be former Oov. John Connallv 
of Texas who was riding in the 
car with Kennedy and sutfered 
serious wounds. And what ol 
Mrs. .lacqueline Onassis'* She 
would draw the lelevision 
cameras. 


Insular as I S-Cuba rela- 
iiiins are concerned, nothing 
the committee could come up 
with will make any difference 
rwo years ago there had been 
hope on both sides that rela¬ 
tions could be normalized 
Then came the intervention of 
11.000 Cuban troops in Angola 
and that settled the fragile 
hope.

Inflation gives producers strong case 

Oil price issue again heating up 


"Whisky and soda, please, with whisky holding the 
controlling interest.” 


With the world recovery from recession already in a 
deep pause, anxious government leaders and central hankers 
are worried about the next threat to their economies — a sub¬ 
stantial rise m oil prices. 

Although it is still a fortnight before the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries meets in the gulf state of 
Qatar to make a decision, the sparring has already begun 

O.S. Treasury Secretary William Simon says the in¬ 
crease in crude oil prices will have a serious effect and may 
plunge the world back into recession Just as it has begun to 
climb out of the trough caused by the fourfold rise of three 
years ago 

But the oil-producers seem equally determined to secure 
an increase. The Shah of Iran says Western Inflation has 
eroded his purchasing pxiwer by 40 per cent in the last two 
years: His negotiators will seek a 25 per cent rise as a 
bargaining ploy but may settle for a bit' less. 

On the other hand. Franz Zarb. the U S. energy ad¬ 
ministrator, says he does not “believe the producers are en¬ 
titled to a dime.” 

The issue is bound to become increasingly heated as the 
Qatar meeting approaches — and the news and comments on 
the subject will become more and more irrational. 

The Arabs, whose sense of international public relations

is about as alert as the department of the interior in Siberia, 
will again bear the brunt of the criticism, much of it from 
politicians who prefer to attribute their own failure in con¬ 
trolling inflation to the oil producers. 

Yet the near-solid unity of OPEC in recent negotiations Is 
not Arab collaboration, or even Islamic solidarity. Impor¬ 
tant and reliable members of the cartel include such major 
non-Arab producers as Nigeria, Indonesia and Venezuela. 
Such differences of opinion that exist within OPEC are 
between Arab states, rather than between the Arabs and the 
others. Even if Britain, as a rising oil producer, were to join 
OPEC in the future, it too would follow the line. 

The real problem with OPEC's forthcoming decision Is 
to decide how much of the West's inflation its members can 
swallow before putting In hand an increase in prices that will 
fuel further inflation. 

And the trouble is that there are countries who are oil- 
dependent who have beaten Inflation, or achieved reasonable 
success in doing so. while others have failed miserably.

Death 
_ penalty 

With the realization that the 
bill to abolish capital punish¬ 
ment has become law, please 
be advised that the Army, 
Navy and Air Force Veterans in 
Canada at our recent dominion 
convention agreed unanimous¬ 
ly to continue to pressure the 
federal government to hold a 
plebiscite, at the earliest possi¬ 
ble time, to determine the will 
of the people regarding this 
controversial subject. 

It is our contention that our 
representatives in Ottawa did 
little to convince the majority 
of the Canadian public that 
their decision was individually 
arrived at in an integral man¬ 
ner 

What Is obvious to so many 
people Is that inflationary 
treiids followed by controls has 
led to budgetary cuts thereby 
creating the spreading of 
protective services very thin so 
that response to any 
emergency is seriously cur¬ 
tailed. This is not to say we are 
against controls but merely 
points out that any deterrent 
against capital crime has been 
reduced tremendously. It 
naturally follows then that the 
only deterrent against^ kid¬ 
napping. rapes, etc., which 
generally leads to murders is 
the imposition of capital 
punishment in Its fullest term. 

At the present time, all 
across the country, young girls 
are being raped and murdered, 
caretakers, security ser¬ 
vicemen, bus and cab drivers 
and other law-abiding men and 
women are being attacked and 
in some instances killed: the 
wanton use of firearms is 
resulting in many deaths and 
this all leads to firms and 
departments having to adopt 
expensive emergency 
measures which, in most 
cases, can only alert police that 
a crime is being committed, 
but may be too late to prevent 
fatal results. Witnesses to any 
fatality are placed in jeopardy 
since killers, knowing the law. 
would not hesitate to eliminate 
them. 

Therefore, we as veterans 
comprising a membership of 
over 50.000. are adding our ac¬ 
tive support to all police force 
services who are the true front 
line troops in the struggle 
against rising lawlessness in¬ 
cluding murder, rape, ter¬ 
rorism. kidnapping, hijacking, 
bombing, etc., in their fight to 
have the will of the people with 
respect to the whole capital 
punishment question deter 
mined.

Information 

A private bill (225 — Right 
to Information Act), had its 
first reading, October 15,1974, 
but is not yet the law of the 
land. It is an act respecting the 
right of the public to informa¬ 
tion concerning the public 
business. 

One would think such a right 
would be obvious in a 
democracy and wonder why 
(ierald Baldwin, M.P.. thought 
it nece.ssary to sponsor such a 
bill. 

Many decisions made by 
politicians and civil servants 
are based or supposed to be 
based on facts.

The comparison to and 
criticism of the Victoria City 
Police Department, is, in my 
opinion, unjustified, distorted 
and inaccurate. Avison’s state¬ 
ment is based obviously on 
limited knowledge of the 
varied requisites of policing un¬ 
der different conditions. 

To attempt to draw com¬ 
parison between a semi-rural 
police department and their 
counterparts in the city, there¬ 
by giving the appearance that 
the former is more efficient, is 
indicative of just how limited 
Avison's knowledge is of prac¬ 
ticed policing. 

He alleges that the city 
police “cruise around the 
streets at random, waiting for 
something to happen." 
Whereas the Saanich police 
always have enquiries on hand 
when they are on patrol duty. 

- Sir Robert Peel, founder of 
the London, Eng., police (af¬ 
fectionately known as “Bob¬ 
bies" or "Peelers”) once 
stated, “The primary object of 
an efficient police is the 
prevention of crime and next, 
that of detection once crime 
has been committed.'.’ etc. 

This policy of prevention is 
still uppermost in the minds of 
that same police department in 
London, considered by many to 
be the finest in the world. They 


maintain this policy of preven¬ 
tion by “cruising " around the 
streets In what the uninformed 
might consider to be “random 
cruising.” Who can tell though, 
what occurrences they have 
prevented by just being seen 
cruising around. 

The city police, in addition to 
residents of the city, have a 
large transient population to 
watch over and a large percen¬ 
tage of reported crime is com¬ 
mitted by persons visiting the 
city and then returning to areas 
outside the city. I wonder 
therefore, if Avison would ad¬ 
vocate our city officers, who 
should be on patrol in the down¬ 
town area, pursuing their en¬ 
quiries into the surrounding 
municipalities. 

Cities need to have more 
policemen seen patrolling the 
streets, not less. Prevention is 
better than cure. 

I could continue to point out 
the differences between city 
and rural police departments 
and unlike Avison. without 
detracting from the merits of 
either, but it would take far too 
long. 

I consider I am qualified to 
comment on this subject hav¬ 
ing been a past member of the 
London police and the Ontario 
Provincial Police, for a total 
approaching 20 years. 

I would respectfully advise 
those whom Avison was trying 
to impress, to disregard his 
comparisons based on his 
limited practical knowledge. 

In conclusion I feel that 
. Avison owesAhe Vlclmlia City 
police a pub^apolo^ for his 
unjust and h^h criticism of 
them. It is a difficult enough 
job to do, without having to suf¬ 
fer such outbursts from him.

Equally, there are oil producers who have over- 
industrialized or squandered their money: and others that 
still have huge surpluses. 

Figures recently from the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development show just how wide is the gulf 
between the mgjor Industrialized nations in fighting Infla¬ 
tion. 

The average annual rate Is seven and one-quarter per 
cent. North America Is below the average, helped by the 
continued stability of its food prices. Inside Europe there 
are wide disparities. Britain's rate is 14.7 per cent although 
one-fifth of its oil needs are now coming from the North Sea. 
Another oil producer, Norway, has 8.2 per cent. West Ger¬ 
many. with no oil and gas of its own. is down to half the world 
average, just below four per cent. Two other oil-importers, 
Japan and France, have prices going up at 9.7 per cent. 

Logically, therefore, oil producers — most of srhom have 
to import their food, machinery, manufactured products and 
almost everything else from the Industrialized world — 
should be able to increase their prices by the amount of extra 
money they have had to lay out for imports. 

But that, too. is an oversimplification of the facts. 
German and Swiss inflation, for Instance, has been exeep- 
tionally small, but the value of the Swiss franc and the 
Deutschmark has risen sharply, making German products 
in particular very exjiensive indeed. This is a special 
problem for Middle Eastern countries, who have been heavy 
importers of transport equipment, in which Germany Is a 
market leader. And while British prices have gone up. the 
pound sterling has been devalued so much that many United 
Kingdom goods are a bargain, particularly sophisticated*' 
items like radar systems, aircraft simulators and advanced 
electronic equipment. 

Then there Is OPEC spending of accumulated wealth. 
The United Arab Emirates, the world's eighth largest oil- 
producer and a nation of 650,000 people with the hipest per 
capita income in the world, has recycled much of its oil 
revenues. 

The three oil-producing sheikhdoms In the emirates, Abu 
Dhabi. Dubai and Sharjah, netted a total of $4 3 billion last 
year. Of this, the emirates are sending a little over tl billion 
to developing third world nations in the form of cheap loans 
and grants. 

Much of this money finds its way back to Western 
Europe — either for the purchase of equipment or expertise 
by the third world. 

Then there are developments in the emirates 
themselves. British. French. German and Japanese firms 
are building new ports, factories and electric power stations. 

All of this has to be paid for with petrodollars. The new¬ 
found wealth is not being buried in the sand, hidden in sacks 
under the bed. or used In the pursuit of pleasure. Most of the 
money is finding its way back to Europe and Japan, creating 
employment. 

But even if the west does benefit from OPEC oil wealth, 
that in itself is not a justification for the price rise. In the 
end the price of oil will be determined by market forces. 

Oil demand shows signs of slackening again — after pick¬ 
ing up in recent months. In Western Europe, particularly in 
Britain, »ergy saving campaigns have been highly effec¬ 
tive. In Se United States President Ford's efforts to curtail 
consumption have all but failed, but the new models from 
Detroit this year all consume less gasoline than the ones they 
replace. 

In anticipation of OPEC rises the major oil companies 
have stockpiled heavily — storage tanks are full. So next 
month in Qatar may find that the kind of rise many of them 
are seeking is not one the market will stand. The guess Is. 
however, that no one would be too upset, either way. if it was 
10 per cent.

Opening new doois to small business. 


For those not closely involved, the story that waa printed 
here and tn Vancouer earlier this week might have seemed 
to be a bit of a mystery on two counts. Why was Imperial 
OU suddenly roaring like a wounded corporate Hon over a 
report by the B.C. Energy Oommiaskm? Aiid why now, when 
its contents became public knoudedge last June? 

Gulf Oil Canada Ltd. had similarly erupted three weeks 
earlier, ctMne to think of it. And. we’ve learned, the ne.xt roar 
you hear wdll come from Standard of B.C. (Chevron) and the 
B.C. Petroleum Association. Curiously, Shell will remain doc¬ 
ile, although supporting the association position. 

The energy commission completed it* report just about a 
year ago. at the behest of the New Democratic Party govern¬ 
ment that was bounced fnrni office about the time of receipt. 

It's what has happened since that is bothering tfie mar¬ 
keting end of the nil and gas industry in B.C.. The commis¬ 
sion recommendations and a submission by the Automotive 
Retailers Assnclation ha^^ both been put to the government 
and the refining and marketing end of the business would like 
to have a little input and public exposure erf their views ri^t 
now. 

’The energy commission and the AHA have made It plain 
that they wtxdd like to aee the major <rfj companies out of the 
retailing aide. Not surprisingly, they find little agreement in 
their submissions from the oil companies. 

Tony Bomben. Pacific region marketing manager for Im¬ 
perial, said here in an interview Friday that Ms company’s 
intention is to make the company side of the question as 
widely known a* possible before the spring session of tiie 
Legiblature convenes next month. 

All MLAs have been mailed copies of the Imperial stand. 
Other key ones, and cabinet ministers, will be given an op¬ 
portunity to hear and see an even more-detailed presentation 
and Bornben, who is president of the B.C Petroleum Associa* 
tion, hopes to get a chance to put the association position to 
the premder and the cabinet 

One would think that all of this after-the^mm-door-ls* 
closed scurrying about Is hardly necessary. Didn’t tiiey get a 
chance to give a full submission to the commission hearings? 

Imperial claims that In fact It didn’t — until last week. 

“All that we got to submit were form* sent to us by the 
commisaion, replying to their questions. There was no meei- 
ings or discussion, outside erf some of the commission’s staff 
members calling around the office talking to some of our peo¬ 
ple,” Bomben said. 

“Compared to the Morrow commission of 1966, and the 
Isbister report of Ontano’s last year, this one was nothing. 
Even the upstream (producing and exploration) end of our in¬ 
dustry had a chance to make full submissions to the energy 
commission.” he added. 

Bomben went on to say that it is his view tiiat there is too 
much political bias in the report. 

“And you know there t not much in either the commis¬ 
sion’* report or the ARA brief that does anything tor ti»e 
consumer. All of ti>eir arguments and reo>mmendations are 
for the dealers and dcai't take into account that people’s buy¬ 
ing habits in gasoline have changed,” he claimed. 

“There’s a big shakeout going on in gasoline marketing. 
Self-eerves will eventually be doing about half the volume of 
sales, although they’ll constitute only about 25 per cent of the 
number of outlets. 

“The public has shown that a certain percentage of them 
are quite willing to serve themselves to save a few cents a 
gallon. It’s a symptom erf the manner in which people are ad¬ 
justing their spending habits with high intlation, energj' con- 
ceins and worldwide recession. 

“Others are continuing to use full-service stations. An¬ 
other factor that has entered the situation Is that there are 
now specialty repairs like muffler shops, transmission shops 
and others that send customers off ih another direction. 

“Private brand stations’ share of the market has been 
growing to where it now amounts to 19 per cent of the retail 
gasoline market. Self-aerves have 15 per cent and ma.lor 
brand fuU-eervice has the remaining W per cent, but it’s 
a:hrlnkkq;.” be said. 

The ^perial executive had fistfuls of statistics to rein¬ 
force his arguments, none of which were shown until just last 
week to a sjiecial sitting of the energy commission.

Dollar drop may cost City Hall $10,000 a year 


The plunge of the Canadian 
dollar may cost the city of 
Victoria an estimated $90,000 
over Uie Tiext 10 years, It 
learned Thursday. 

That’s the approximate 
amount the city has to pay in 
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additional debt-servicing on 
loans made by the Municipal 
Finance Authority on behalf 
of the city. 

The loans are repayable In 
TJ.S. dollars, and the recent 
decline of the Canadian dollar 
OTi the intematicwial market 
could cost Victoria about 
$10,000 a year. 

Fortunately, the additional 
cost isn’t expected to accrue 
in 1977 because the MFA 
bought a substantial amount 


of XJ.S. dollars recently in an¬ 
ticipation of a further decline 
ot the Canadian dollar. 

When tlie MF A decided to 
hedge against the erosion of 
the Canadian dollar, It was 
able to buy U.S. dollars at 
about par. Meanwhile, the Ca¬ 
nadian dollar slipped to about 
96 cents compai'ed with tJie 
U.S. dollar. 

Purchase of U.S. dollars at 
par will enable the MFA to 
repay its 1977 obligations

NARA, Japan (API — Kl* 
derly Japanese are coniine 
here by car and chartered bus 
to pray In a special rile at the 
Klchidenri Buddhist Temple 
for a quick and painless 
death. StandinR before the 
aped plljndma, the temiile’s 
priest recites a Sutra, then 
becrins a slns-song chant of 
their name.s, apes, addresses 
and common desire of a sud¬ 
den “pokkuri*”— passing. 

Oioetsu Yamanaka, .M, a 
cheerful . talkative man 
dressed in priestly robes of 
Hue silk, said 500 to BOO Japa¬ 


nese visit Kichidenri daily, 
better knoiATi by its nickname 
—Pokkuri temple. 

"They come because they 
hope for a quiet, iieaceful 
death," he said. 

Yemianaka, who.se family 
has supplied the 990-year-old 
temple with priests for 21 gen¬ 
erations. said many of the fil- 
trrims ask the deity to lake 
them away before they be¬ 
come a "burden or an eye¬ 
sore" to their family. 

Although the Japanese tra¬ 
ditionally respect and even 
honor parents and the elderly, 
rapid urbanization and indus¬ 
trialization of the post-war 
years have brought a weaken¬ 
ing of the once close-knit fam¬ 
ily system. 

More young couples prefer 
to live separately from their 
parents and familial ties sub¬ 
sequently may grow slack. An 
increasing number of the el¬ 
derly, in a country whi<-h 


spends less on welfare than 
nwst other develo{)ed coun¬ 
tries, are forced to live alone, 
feeling unwanted. 

(jovemment officials con¬ 
sider it a grave social prob¬ 
lem. Twenty-six per cent, or 
•190,000, of the aged live alone 
in Japan, says a government 
survey.

Health and welfare ministry 
officials In Tokyo said the 
number of suicides by persons 
over the age of 64 rose 34 per 
cent during the last five years 
to 4.671. while tlie over-all 
suicide figure In Japan in¬ 
creased about 25 per cent. 

In Tokyo, Dr. Hiroshi Mori- 
va. 71, a lecturer at Juntendo 
Medical College, formed an 
organization of 300 elderly 
people who say they do not 
w’ant their lives prolonged 
"needlessly by extraordinary 
artificial means." 

"As a doctor. I’ve seen lots 
of old people dying miserably 
— hooked to respirators, tied 
with many tubes, staring Into 
space, apparently not know¬ 
ing wiiat the painful days at 
hospital were for." 

He recommends that before 
an old pereon suffers a coma 
or a state wiiere com¬ 
munication l)ecomes imT>ossl- 
hle, he should ask family 
members or close friends to 
urge doctors to slop extraordi¬ 
nary medical care to main¬ 
tain life w'here there is little 
or no hope of recovery. 

However, his association is 
primarily a place for frank 
discussion of death, helping to 
ease fears and not to ad¬ 
vocate mercy killing, he said. 

Other doctors in Japan still 
are divided over Moriya’s 
prc^sals. 

"Dr. Moriya’s idea is too 
simplistic and even danger¬ 
ous," said Taro Takemi, 71, 
I)resident of the Japan Medi¬ 
cal A.seociation, made up of 
85,000 doctors. 

He said It is wrong to think 
a patient is the only one who 
should decide whether to die.

PARRSBORO. N.S. (CP) — 
At noon the rented single-en¬ 
gine Cessna aircraft taxied on 
to the runway with an experi¬ 
enced 33-year-old pilot at the 
controls and headed off for 
what was to be a two-hour 
pleasure flight in the area of 
Norfolk, Mass. 

By 1 p.m., flight N-342ai 
was en route to the Canadian 
border. No one knows where 
it crossed the border, at what 
altitude and pen-hai* more 
important, why. 

That was July 8. 

Robert Linstead. the pilot, 
was a Vietnam veteran who 
left a wife and tw-o children 
behind. 

The plane and (he pilot, an 
unemployed engineer, 
vanished without a trace. 

Part of the mj’Stery ended 
Dct. 23 when a crew member 
of a military rescue aircraft 
flying in this area of northern 
Nova Scotia said he thought 
he had stjotted wreckage on 
the ground. 

A later search found what 
was left of flight N-34204 but 
no clue of what happened to 
Its pilot. 

The RCTMP’s international 
drug experts had been called 
in. 

Could this be an ill-fated 
smuggling mission? 

"The investigation was 
begun because of the unusual 
circumstances surrounding 
the case but we haven’t found 
a single clue indicating any¬ 
thing illegal,” said an R(3tP 
spokesman involved in the 
case. 

"However, it’s obvious that 
because the plane only had a 
flying time of four hours, Its 
pilot didn’t come up here to 
look around and go home.” 

TTie crash scene is 360 miles 
from Norfolk, the maximum 
flight range of a Cessna-177. 

Was the pilot in the plane 
when it crashed? . 

"The plane obviously went 
down out of control and the 
nature of the damage would 
indicate that if there w’as any¬ 
one on board they should at 
least have been injured," said 
Stanley Parry, a transjort 
ministry crash Investigator. 

"There was. however, no 
sign of any injury inside the 
cockpit, which was pretty 
badly damaged." 


[/.S. planers crash 
in Canada mystery 


Dr. Ian Reynolds of the 
transport ministry at Monc¬ 
ton, N.B., said evidence 
suggests the pilot was not in 
the plane when it crashed but 
investigators so far could find 
no reason for the aircraft to 
have ended up so far from its 
base. 

How did the plane get 
around the niillitxis of dollars 
of sophisticated surveillance 
equipment guarding Canadian 
air space? 

’T haven’t any idea." said 
Capt. Jim Ilcan of the Halifax 
Rescue Coordination Centre. 
"That's the w'hole point of the 
mystery surrounding this 
case." 

Ilcan said there still was no 
clear indication that the air¬ 
craft actually crashed on July 
8 aa most people have as¬ 
sumed. 

"The fact Is he could have 
gone to different places and 
ended up crashing here a cou¬ 
ple of days before we found 
him. We don’t know." 

However. Parry is not will¬ 
ing to go that far. 

"There is no reason to sup¬ 
pose the plane crashed more 
recently than July 8.” 

Could Linstead have taken 
a parachute with him? 

No one at the plane’s home 
airport could say whelher one 
was on board but Ken Niel¬ 
son. a flight instructor at Nor¬ 
folk airport, says the plane 
was not equipped with a para¬ 
chute. 

Was Linstead In trouble 
with the law? 

"He was never inv-Hverl in 
anything as far as we know 
and if he had l->een we’d have 
known about it." said a police 
spokesman In IJnslead's 
hometowm of Framingham. 
Mass. 

Were there any witnesses 
to the crash? 

"We've had reports from 
several people but none of 
them w-ere confirmed." said 
Cpl. Gene Best, the investigat¬ 
ing RCMP officer at the crash 
site. 

He also said that if a pilot 
had in the plane he could 
have seen a nearby road that

Gathered for a ‘ discussion 
on the effects of television on 
young children were Profes¬ 
sor Jeff Potter, an education¬ 
al technologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria; Dr. l.oi*en 
Acker, a psychfilogist at UVic. 
and ClIKK-TV manager 
Frank Bcwid. 

They parted lonifiany when 
akcd w’hat lorni parental su¬ 
pervision of television watch¬ 
ing should take. 

Potter said his choice was 
to remove television from his 
home completely. 

“Wt know that we aj-e miss¬ 
ing some good programs, but 
the price we have to pay to 
see them Is loo high." 

Television reduced the time 
that family members spent 
with each other and friends, 
and probably contributed to 
t»oor communication within 
the modem family. Potter 
said. 

While re.<carch had not been 
able to pin the eNact ef¬ 

fects of television violence on 
children, an Amcriran study 
<ald it suspected a ronnei tion. 
and a British study found that 
people who spent long hours 
in front of the telly became 
blase about violence and 
ihreats- 

Television \iolrinT was 
more than blood and core. 
Potter said. ''Violence can be 
verbal. It can be tension, or a 
sense of threat.” 

Potter said television (end¬ 
ed to give a distorted view* of 
the world by portraying most 
of its characters as good-look- 
mg men in their 30s who have, 
money and are rarely 
punished for acts of violence, 
or a.s "dull-witted, house¬ 
bound suburban wives revel¬ 
ling over a iar of cooking oil. * 
But Potter conceded that 
Canadian television program¬ 
ming contained considerably 
less violence than that broad¬ 
cast by the American net¬ 
works. 

Acker .said his method is to 
watch television with his chil¬ 
dren. and to point out to them 
some of the myths, sfereo- 
t-ypes. and inaccuracies that 
i'ome across on the screen. 

"What better place to have 
a panorama of error dis¬ 
played than in my own living 
itiom. where 1 can interact 
with It?” Acker asked. 

*’ Far more significant than 
violence on the screen was 
the atmosTihere in the home 
and school. Acker added. If 
aggressive behavior on (he 
screen was .supiiorted by the 
same kind of behavior in the 
home or school, television vio¬ 
lence c-ould' act as an addi- 
timial stimulus for aggression. 

But if aggressive behavior 
was discouraged, or gentler 
behavior was encouraged in 
home and school, the effect of 
the stimulus would be greatly 
diluted. Acker said. 

He said that acetirafe stu¬ 
dies and' experitnents on the 
effects of television violence 
were almost impossible to de¬ 
sign because most [leople 
w atched telev ision. 


When Potter said rescai'ch 
Indicated tliat people who 
watched long hours of televi¬ 
sion tended l«i think crime 
and violence in societj was 
far more prevalent than it ac¬ 
tually was, Acker said the e.\- 
pcrinient could also sliuw 
that paranoif! peofile tended to 
slay in the hoii.^e and watch 
lelovisi<iii. rather than, ven¬ 
ture out into the .virccl.s.

one sort or another providing 
the spark — something to look 
after and care fbr — and to 
my mind, it is doubtful if any 
Ouistmas gift gives greater 
pleasure or confers a greater 
benefit to a shut-in or invalid 
than a good, attractive house- 
plant. 

There is one danger which 
must be guarded against in 
making such gifts, however. 
It must be remembered that 
the Jiving quarters of an inac¬ 
tive shut-in must necessarily 
be kept warmer than the tem¬ 
peratures for a busy house¬ 
wife. and only too often, a 
“miffy" or fussy plant will 
simply papk it up and drop its 
leaves in the ov^erheated at¬ 
mosphere of iji invalid's 
room. 

Given an unsuitable envi¬ 
ronment. the gay Qiristmas 
C3)erry, for instance, can be¬ 
come a bedraggled, leafless 
spectacle in just a few days, 
while the gorgeous Qneraria 
reacts to high temperatures 
and shiffy air by going into a 
state of complete collapse. 

While the responsibility In 


caring for a gift plant pro¬ 
vides a much-needed purpose 
in life to a shut-in. its early 
wilting and dying can be most 
discouraging and depressing. 
Qmsequently. it is most im¬ 
portant to make sure the 
plant chosen is a type which 
will adjust to the conditions in 
an inv'^d’s room. 

It is well to remember that 
nearly all our presentation 
houseplants have been raised 
in a greenhouse, with plenty 
of li^ on all side.s, with free 
ventilation and with tempera¬ 
tures and humidity controlled 
within very narrow Hmits. It 
IS always a consaderable 
Khock to a plant when it 
leaves tliese carefully control¬ 
led ccmditions to take up resi¬ 
dence in a room which may 
be cold and drafty by night 
and as hot and dr>’ ^ the 
Sahara during the day. 

'The tridc in keeping a 
Christnias gift plant alive and 
thriving is to try to recapture 
those greenhouse conditions 
for at least the first few days 
while the plant is becoming 
acclimatized to its new envi¬ 


ronment. Insufficient light 
won't hurt it for its first few 
days while it is settling down 
— in fact, even the mort con- 
firmed sun worshippers 
should be kept out of direct 
sunshine and away from 
drafty windows at first, bring¬ 
ing them gradually Into full 
light. 

One thing to avoid particu¬ 
larly is too much ditference 
between day and night tem¬ 
peratures. It isn’t always easy 
to arrange matters to the 
plant’s liking, but you can 
sometimes manage it by mov'- 
ing the plant into another 
room for the night. Keep it 
well away from steam radia¬ 
tors and out of the direct cur¬ 
rent of air from a tx>t air reg¬ 
ister. 

The Coleus, the Aphelandra 
and the African violet are all 
good plants for this pmpose. 
The Cactus and other succu- 
ientj, Including the Aloe. 
Agave and Haworthia all 
make loveable pets, although 
the recipient must he warned 
against* overwatering these 
desert plants. 


to Ml'S. Smith's question, was 
that the caterpillars were 
simply crossing the road to 
get to the other side, in the 
manner of chickens. But of 
course this answer stops short 
of the deeper question: w'hy 
did they want to be on the 
other side? I would have 
thought the answer to that 
was plain enough. We have 
had an unusually warm No¬ 
vember, and the caterpUlart 
were merely heading the 
seashiue to enjoy the breezes. 

ITiough my own explana¬ 
tion seemed sound enough, It 
is my policy not to stop there, 
so 1 telephoned an eicpezt at 
the natuial history museum, 
and told him about Mrs. 
Smith’s experience. 

Dr. Hogue identified Mrs. 
Smith's caterpillar at <x)ce as 
the salt marsh caterpillar, 
also called the wooUybear by 
children (and entomol<^sts>. 
which becomes, in spring, the 
rather pretty but destructive 
tiger moth: white front wings 
with black flecks and (In the 
malcO yellow trailing wings. 

"Prchably the reason most 
of them were moving one 
way,'^ said Hogue, "is be¬ 
cause they were eating the 
vegetaticst on one side of the 
road, and when tiiey mature 
they succumb to an urge to 
wander, to find a place to 
pupate." 

’Then they weren’t deliber¬ 


ately heading for the seasliore 
to get the ocean breeze? 

"No," said Hogue, "they 
were probably moving out of 
this area, and moving across 
the road by accident. They 
Nvere just migrating out from 
the centre of a p<vuIatl<Mi ex¬ 
plosion. This year we’ve had 
' a lot of extra insect activity 
because of the warm, humid 
weather, and It’s common tor 
these salt marsh caterpillars 
to break out like this. Ihey’rt 
just radiating out from the 
point where they developed." 

'n’hat about the cnes coming 
back across the road, from 
left to right? Were thej’ disen¬ 
chanted with things on the 
other side? 

"No. those were probably 
from another population, on 
the other side, that were also 
radiating out, and there just 
happened to be a smsdler 
number of them. They go In 
all directions, and If there 
happens to be a road someone 
is walking down, some would 
be seen croealng the road. It 
would look directional to a 
person, but actually they’re 
radiating out." 

Hogue’s explanation, so dif¬ 
ferent from mine, shijws the 
danger of anthrotiomorphism, 
the natural human tendency 
to suppose that creatures of 
the lower orders do what they 
do for the same reas<His we 
do. 


Perhaps any reasonable 
person, knowing no more 
about insect behavior than I 
do, and observing Mrs. 
Smith’s wnoUybears crossing 
the Ooest Highway in the 
manner deacribed, would 
have constructed a seat of in¬ 
ferences as fallacious as my 
own.* 

As I eay, useftd leseom can 
be derived from any natural 
phenomenon, and from this 
instance we should see that 
we cannot always understand 
some other creature's motives 
by furnishing him with our 
own. 

Still, possibly because I neg¬ 
lected to ask him directly. 
Hogue did not explain why 
ncme of the caterpillars w’ere 
nK)ving obliquely across the 
road. If they were in fact ra¬ 
diating from their starting 
point, they would surely have 
been seen fanning out across 
the road in a ISO-degret are. 
wouldn’t they? 

I wouldn’t be eurpriied If 
my original idea was right i 
knowing that a lint perpendlc- 
ulu to the side of the road 
would be the ehortest distance 
across It, (hey went elralght 
across to reduca the time 
spent on the road to a mini¬ 
mum, thus also reducing their 
chances of being squished. 

Either that, or woollybear* 
iust don’t like to travel kit- 
tycomer.

leaking d the Nobel 
award, as I wea the other 
day, it is singular that both 
the recipimts tor literature 
and for eeonomics this year 
said much the same thing on 
receiving the goo4 news. 

Informed of their "immor¬ 
tality," Saul Bellow and Mil- 
tcfi Friedman dismissed the 
word by saying, In effect, that 
Immortality is not oonferred 
by prizee or swards but only 
"by the future." 

If, 50 years or so from now, 
they are still read and con¬ 
sulted by future generations, 
this will be surer evidence ot 
permanent value in their 
fields than any accolade from 
their contemporaries. 

i\nd history seems to bear 
out this becoming modesty. If 


wt k) 0 k down the roster of 
Nobel awards fM- literature, 
since they were first given In 
1901, w^ find that the great 
majority of recipients are no 
limger read at all, and hardly 
remembered. 

A few great names stand 
out — Romain IRolland, Ta¬ 
gore, Anatole France, Yeats, 
Bernard Shaw ~ but they are 
•wamped by the many more 
who aeem^ Impressive In 
their day, but whose laurel 
leaves wilted almost before 
they were in their graves. 
Who today recalls Bjomson, 
Sienkiewicz, Carducci Eucken 
Heyse, Spitteler, Reymont, 
Deledda. and dozens of other 
bumt’out literary stars? 

The cemverse. of course, Is 
just as perilously true. We 


find It hard to conceive today 
that l^akespeare did not as¬ 
sume his preeminence among 
English writers (much lets In 
the world) tmtil a oentivy or 
so after hU death. Until that 
time, he wae merely one of a 
boat of playwrights and poets; 
the French, indeed, ftw sever¬ 
al centuries, considered hit 
verse "barbarian." 

Melville, one of the greatest 
of American writers, was not 
recognized until several gen¬ 
erations after his death. As 
Ihe Reader's Encyclopedia 
tersely puts it. "He was a 
meml^ of the literary un¬ 
derground. He had a small co¬ 
terie, but was remembered, if 
at all, as the man wiio had 
lived with cannibals." He had 
to make a living as a farmer, 


and, later, as a U.9. customs 
inspector. 

"Immortality" Is a roulette 
ball that does not come to 
rest for long after a given age 
has made its verdict. Sinclair 
Lewis, the first American to 
win a Nobel for writing, in 
1930, is already obeolete, 
unread and nearly unreada¬ 
ble, only a quarter oentury 
after his death. If his novels 
are studied in the fiiture, it 
will be tor sociological rea¬ 
sons, not for literary ones. 

Dr. Friedman was not being 
arrogant when he remarirad 
that the Nobel w'as not die 
summit of his career; he w-at 
merely being historic^y cau¬ 
tious, knowing full well that 
only one's peers, in the fu¬ 
ture. can determine will 
Always be Wlio.

American politics will never 
be the same again. For if this 
recent electim proved one 
thing. It proved the validity of 
the little-known Underdog 
Theoiy of Voter. Appeal. 

For generations, all poHtl- 
ciana running tor office felt 
required to exaggerate their 
chances for success — the 
standard theory being that 
Amartcans want to go with a 
winner. 

Nonsense. Bi all other fields 
of endeavor. Americana tradi¬ 
tionally root for the underdog. 
M1iy should politics be dif¬ 
ferent? 

Jimmy Carter was the first 
politician in American history 
to grasp this elemental truth. 
And he won the election solely 
because he w‘as able to sur¬ 
mount seomingly-insuperable 
odds to emerge at the very 


last minute as the unbeatable 
underdog. 

It wasn’t easy. Carter quiet¬ 
ly enr\ployed The Underdog 
Tlieoiy to eweep the eaxty pri¬ 
maries. And once he became 
the oddeKSi fav'orite to ca|>- 
ture the nomination, he was 
naturally licked time and 
again by such blatant under¬ 
do as Goveinor Jeny 
Brown. 

Caller’s ksw point came In 
July ftdlowlng the Democratio 
convention. "It’s no use," he 
told his staff sadly. "Ihe polls 
show I have a recordmetting 
35^int lead over Jerry Ford. 
'Th^’s no way I can over¬ 
come that. He's a shooin." 

"Don’t give up, Jimmy, ’ 
pleaded Hamilton Jordan 
desperately. "We haven’t 
begun to fight to lose public 
support. Besides, lord just 


may be stupid enough to try 
to catdi up." 

And that's exactly what 
happened. In a series of bril¬ 
liant manoeuvers, Carter 
managed to alienate the Cath¬ 
olics, the gun nuts, the prudes 
and the readers of Pl^tacy 
who don’t like their magazine 
mucked up with a lot of gray 
{Minted matter. 

Meanwhile, Ford, who had 
proved in the primaries that 
he lost votes wherever he 
cantoalgned, was being held 
captive In the 'Rose Garden by 
his staff. And, sure enough, 
C:arur began to creep inex- 
oraUy down on him in the 
p^s. 

An anxious moment came 
when Ford treed Poland. Had 
he tumbled to Ihe Underdog 
Tbeory? But It was only an 
honest mistake. And it wasn’t 
until mid-October that the 


F’ord forces realued their 
danger. 

"The public admires the 
president’s gallant, uphill 
struggle," Ron N'essen told a 
staff meeting, "and soon he’ll 
be ahead and .., Good God I 
Unleash him" 

★ ★ ★ 

But It was too late. The 
downhill momentum was ail 
with Carter. Thera was no 
stopping him now. With a 
week to go, thes polls show'ed 
both men to be equal under¬ 
dogs. 

By electi<m eve. Carter had 
pulled off the political miracle 
of our timet. Through gruell¬ 
ing campaigning and superb 
tactics he had somehow over¬ 
come a twO'to'One lead and 
was now a aobd favontt to 

ktite.

UTLLIAMS LAKE (CP» 
B.C Hydro aays 25 capacitors 
believed responsible for the 
rceitamination of tuo lakes 
amt a creek mrth of this Cari¬ 
boo community were found 
Friday 

Hydro said the capacitors 
^^he^e found buried about one 
mile from aieridan Creek. 
TTw crown utility said they 
w ill be dug up and disposed 
of. 

Eighteen families in the 
Sheridan Greek area are 
being tested for traces of po¬ 
lychlorinated biphenl (PCB,'-. 
a dangerous chemical used as 
an insulating oil in the sun- 
case-si/ed capacitors. Result> 
of the tests are e>q)r<-ted in 
about 10 days. 


The monitoring follmved the 
deaths of, cattle, chickens, 
ducks and geeee in the area. 

The Cariboo Health Unit 
told the 18 families not to 
drink water from ^^•eUs or eat 
locally-grown profluce «dter 
tests re\‘ealed unacceptably 
liigh concentrations of PCB in 
Sheridan Lake. McLeese Lake 
and McLeese Creek. 

The provincial fish and 
wildlife branch has placed a 
moratorium on fishing in tlie 
area and residents have been 
warned against eating fish 
from the contaminated water. 

Hydro .said tlie capacitors, 
whii’h* lielp boost voltage on 
!ong-distan« r power lines, 
were buritvl- in _1972 at the 


Managers join 
hospital union 
in breakthrough 


If someone with the Impres- 
•iv'e title of "director of fi¬ 
nance" happens to mention 
that he's become a member 
of the Hospital Employee.^' 
Union, don't call for help. 
He’s all right. 

It’s just that the "dii?ector" 
and four of his white collar 
companions have been 
successfully snared by the 
HEU in an initial move by the 
union into the never-never 
world of middle management. 

'Hie breakthrough involves 
a Labor Relations Board deci- 
•ion that one HEU official 
says "gives us a potsntial of 
hundreds of new members." 

Moves are being made be¬ 
hind the scenes now' to expand 
on the decision which involved 
only five key positions at 
Royal Inland Hospital in 
Kamloops. 

Staff representatives of the 
17,000-member union are 
being a.sked to compile white- 
collar target lists t<ir all hos¬ 
pitals. The union repre.sents 
employees at nearly ever>’ 
major B.C. hospital. 

The LRB decision came in 
the simple form of a letter in 
answ*er to a union application 
under a section of the B.C.

PCB is thought to have leaked 
from the capacitors into the* 
ground. 

A hydix) spt»ke»man wIk) 
witnessed the unearthing of 
the containers was unable to 
say what condition they were 
in. or whether they wero rup¬ 
tured or had rusted out since 
llieir burial. 

The crevv which found the 
stninie.ss-steel canisters used 
four metal deterotors because 
no one at Hydro knew exat^tly 
where the containers hail 
been buried. 

Meanwhile, B.C. Hydro dis¬ 
closed that crews also ai*e 
searching for a second load of 
PCB containers, buried at an¬ 
other capacitor station - near 


ilacKcruie. nortti t»f Piince

Hydio s|x>kesnian John Se.\- 
uxi said that anutiier *25 con¬ 
tainers were buried at that 
sialis>n. looatied in remote ter¬ 
rain with no farms and fam¬ 
ilies nearbv', unlike tlie situa¬ 
tion at McLeese Lake. 

Hydro oi)erates capacitor 
stations near .Sguamisii about 
;;u mile> north of Vancouver 
and at Y ale in the Fraser 
Canyon, but .Sexton said there 
wei-e no reports of PCB burial 
at either location. 

Hydro said in a release Fri¬ 
day that a regional utlicial of 
the provincial poUuticm con¬ 
trol branch had authori^cdi 
burial of rhe dainisged con¬ 
tainers.

It didn't require 
a formal report and remained 
unnoticed outside the hospital 
sector. 

'rhe letter informs the union 
the director of finance, mate¬ 
rials manager, laundry man¬ 
ager, director of maintenance 
and c.xecutive housekeeiier 
ai-e DOW included in the bar¬ 
gaining unit at Royal Inland. 

While it’s the first such gain 
by HEU, the strategy isn’t en¬ 
tirely hew to tlie industry. In 
May, 1875, the Health 
Sciencas Association — repre¬ 
senting paramedical em¬ 
ployees — made similar 
inixiads by winning represent¬ 
ation rights for the heads of 
such Victoria General Hospi¬ 
tal departments as medical 
records, pharmacy, physioth¬ 
erapy and laboratory techno¬ 
logy.

The St. VinernI De Paul Sn- 
rieiy In Victoria is celebrat¬ 
ing its Diamond Jubilee 
today. 

The local branch of the soci¬ 
ety was opened on Dec. 4. 
1916, after the terrible slaugh¬ 
ter at the battles of the 
Somme in F'rance in the First 
World War, to proiect the 
imago that man, if he tried, 
nnild help his fellow man. 

'Hie patron saint of tire soci¬ 
ety wa'Tlrofh of i>oor yjarenls 
in the south of FYance in 1575. 
He was influenced in his early 
years by the F'ranciscan Fa¬ 
thers and embarked on chari¬ 
table woi*k for all classes and 
ages of people. 

Tlie society was founded in 
1833 tty Frederick Ozanam, a 
student -at the University of 
Paris. 

Young Ozanam observed 
the ladv of social justice and 
the apparent lack of action by 
the established church of his 
day and organized groups to 
\isit the sick, the poor and the 
iinprisoned. 

The movement spreatl 
throughout Europe and. 13 
years later, the first branch 
was established in Quebec. 

In Victoria a close liaison is 
losiered with other charitable 
organizations and the local 
government in order to pro¬ 
mote understanding and avoid 
duplication of Individual so- 
(iai services. 

The society endeavors to as- 
sTK'late Itself with on-going 


programs In ihe city which 
are concerned with its own 
work for people. 

Thus Proiect Hofie, now- 
known as the Pacific Diver¬ 
sion Centre’ the Warehouse 
School, Ownmunily Action 
(iroup and the j.,’Arche 0>m- 
munity, have been set up in 
Victoria. 

The society i.s substantially 
supfiorted by the United Wa> 
which la.sl .M?Hr provided 47 
per cent of ils bml^el. 

'I’his support is wholly 
directed to running the six-i- 
ety’s social cwicern office. 

An average of 210 inter¬ 
views a month are conducted 
with the emiihasis on meeting 
the emergency needs of fami¬ 
lies and ensuring that T>^ple 
aro referred to the agency 
which might best meet their 
needs. 

There is a visiting cixnmif- 
tee of 10 volunteers and a free 
milk program supplies a 
monthly average of 20 needy 
families. 

To implement its charitable 
work the society operates a 
store At 840 View. 'Phis i.s -a— 
non-profit business tliat, 
beyond balancing its owti in- 
de|icnd('‘nt budget ami meet¬ 
ing operating costs, is espe¬ 
cially a source of goods ihai 
can be shared with the poor. 

Jt also provides incentive 
work which is sponsored hy 
the human resources depart¬ 
ment for a group of ban¬ 
dit apped persons.

Caldwell, who described 


•‘Sc*mething like, you're a 
great buddy.” 

Ihere was a party going on 
In his house and (!aldwell said 
he told the cirrunistances of 
the .shootinjj to his bix>U»pr, 
then took some medically- 
prescribed-sleeping pills and 
wenT to bed. 

He said Ross came by later 
and •'like ever>dhing was kind 
of hazy” and Ross said 
“you're pretty shak>’ and if 
they ever interrogate you 
you're in pretty nnigh shape.

he had known Cunningham nioved the br)dy.” 


and Ross for about a year. 

Crown counsel Ge<)rge Mac- 
Mmn then asked if he wns 
present the night ('unninghant 
was killed.

“David Ross." 

Cjildwell, who admitted he 
has a cilminal record of two 
convictions for Impaired, driv¬ 
ing and one for possessiwi of 
hepffln. said he had seen Rbss 
m the Raven's Roost cocktail 
lounge in the Royal Olympic 
Hotel on Johnson Sti*ept. 

He believed it was the night 
after Halloween, approxi-. 
mately .3 to 5 p.m.. "so the 
day 1 imagine would he Nov. 

1.” 

He saw Ross and Cun¬ 
ningham together, talking, 
and the three of them walked 
to the stiTet and Cunningham 
"wanted tf» score and I be¬ 
lieve he said it to Ross.” 

He said “score” is a slang 
term for picking ur* or buying 
dnigs and "in this instance I 
took it for scoring hemin.” 
There was a girl on the street 
as well as the three men and 
he thought she was “Janice." 

Caldwell said he might have 
had eight Harvey Wall- 
hangers in the cocktail lounge 
•'but I wasn’t staggering. My 
facilities were still in good 
shape.” 

He also said an “older .fel¬ 
low” came along. Ross. Cun¬ 
ningham and Caldwell got 
into Ross’ 1968 blue Mustang 
with Ross driving. 

“We proceeded, like, to go 
score so we proceeded. I 
couldn't tell you the exact 
streets,' I was a bit tired . . . 
when we pulled ui> we were 
by Russell Mutter's.” he said. 

The car was parked on a 
side street and Ross was gone 
eight to 10 minutes while he 
and Cunningham remained in 
the car, he said. 

Ross rame bark canning a 
hlaek leather coat over his 
arm and Cunningham and 
Caldwell were “yakking about 
various things,” 

Caldw'ell then said he told 
the others he was only a blork 
and a half from his home and 
he “might as well go home" 
and was tired hut Ross and 
Cunningham said “.vou might 
as well come along.” 

The three of them drove off 
with Caldwell resting in the 
hack seat and then, he said, : 
he noticed they were on the 
Trans-Canada Highway '•and 
I think I made a remark 
about where the heck are we 
going" and Ri'iss said '’it’s not 
too far from here.” 

Then he re<!Ognlzed the 
Goldstream pub and the next 
thing he remembered was a 
bumpy iT>ad and “I said 
where the heck are we, what 
kind of road is this?” 

The car stopped and Ross 
told Cunningham to “keep 
six.” said I'aldwell, which 
meant “to watch out for po¬ 
lice and then give a warn¬ 
ing.” 

Caldwell said Ross and Om- 
ningham got out of the car 
and he remained inside. 

The next thing which hap¬ 
pened is “I hear a shot” and 
■'O no.” 

“1 turned artiund and 7 iust 
seen Rosa had a rifle levelled 
in his hand and all I heard 
was a series of shots and I 
seen feet come off the gnmnd 
eight inches and twist and 
fall. It must have been Cun¬ 
ningham.” he testified. 

Me said it was 20 seconds, 
may he 30 seconds. fix>m the 
Hme the two men got out of 
the car until the shots. 

He said Ross was about 
eight feet from the ear and 
•'the other person” about 10 to 
12 fret. 

”1 heard one slvit and then I 
seen Ross’ gun levelled and 

• hen just bang, birng, bang. It 
all happened real fast. 1 never 
got nut of the l ar at all,’’ he 
said. 

Caldwell said Ros.s then got 
hack into the car and put the 
rifle in Hie car. “I can’t say 
exailly where he put the 
rifle. 1 wa.s pretty shof>k up.” 

The car drove off and. Cald¬ 
well testified, he said "what 
rhe heck went on?” and he 
said Ross replied “you just 
seen a guy blown up.” 

After travelling on a wind¬ 
ing road, they ended up 15 
I'ninutes lates by the Sooke 
Riiver. 

Caldw'ell said Ross threw 
him the gun. he grabbed it. 
and Ross said that meant his 
iirints were on the gun so he 
was involved and “better shut 
un.“ Ross thi*ew the gun into 
ihe river, he said. 

When they returned to fi34 
Pine Street, wljere Caldwell 
lived at the time, he said he 
asked Ross why he was taken 
along 

Ross replied that Caldwell 
kept Cunningham talking and 
Caldwell said, ha replied 


He believed that the next 
day Ross .said he had blood on 
his pants and was going to 
wash them "I believe lie said 
at Russell Mutter’s.” 

AbtHit three days later (’aid- 
well said Rn.ss told him he 
was leaving for I.loydminsler, 
Sask. 

Three weeks later, he said. 
Ross w'as back in towm and he 
believed the two of them bail 
a conversation in the Raven’s 
Roost cocktail lounge but be 
couldn’t remember details. 

About tw-o days after this. 
Ross came Into his kitchen at 
his house with a saw'ed-olf 
shotgun and levelled it at 
him. "I said 'hey Dave what 
goes on." He said ”0 nf>, it .s 
for another reason.” 

Caldwell said he hadn’t 
taken any drugs the day of 
the shooting and couldn’t de¬ 
scribe the gun except it was a 
rifle and he never saw it 
again. 

In DecemlKT. Caldwell said 
he and Ross and Mutter were 
talking on Craigflower Road 
just beside Pine Street. 

He testified Ross said “look- 
It. thei'e's only f<Hir of us 
knows and one fellow is out of 
the country . .. and three of 
us are here. I believe he said 
something like we better keep 
iMir mouth.s shut about this, 
something to that effect." 

He' said he saw Ross the 
next day and it was two or 
three days after this “that he 
left for IJoydminster.” 

At a later point, C!aldwell 
said he and Ross went to 
Raynor Avenue and Gloria 
Christie and sonje childfen 
were there.

He said he was a hemin ad¬ 
dict in 1973. went to a metha¬ 
done clinic for awhile, quit 
hejx^in completely f<ir nine t»r 
10 months "before T touched 
the needle again, in 1974 I 
guess,” 

At the worst point ci his 
heniln addiction, he said he 
used 2.5 caps a day for two or 
three weeks which cost him 
S‘200 a day. 

Taking the protection of the 
('anada and R.C. Kvidence 
Acts on 8 number of m-- 
casitms — w'hich meaqs his 
answers cannot, be used 
against him — he said he 
didn’t pay for the heroin and 
g«it it from .someone who gave 
it to him. 

He said he didn’t sell heroin 
hut agreed he got it on credit 
and was paying off a debt of 
S2.ono or S3.00() to Dennis 
verty by “packing” and “put¬ 
ting dowT ” drugs which 
meant hiding supplies in dif¬ 
ferent places. 

He agreed he went with 
Pj>ss to I»ydnriinster In the 
fall of 1975, before (Cun¬ 
ningham’s death, to see f-a- 
verty. 

He recalled carrying a knife 
but not a gun. 

A^ked if he was a “business 
as.sociale” of I.avprty’s. he 
said “I was a friend of Iji- 
verty’s, yes " and agreed he 
assisted l.,averty in the dis¬ 
tribution of drugs by canying 
them and by hiding them in 
different places. 

The drugs were heroin, 
speed and MDA, he said. 

Asked what his reward or 
cut was, Caldwell said- "like 
he used me to pay hark that 
53.000 loan.”

“packed” at any Hme he es¬ 
timated to be worth 51.200 to 
$1.800. 

Owen-Flood suggested Cald¬ 
well went to Ll<»ydminster 
"hecause you wanted some¬ 
one killed or injured, did you 
not?” 

”No sir,” Caldwell refilled. 

He said there was discus¬ 
sion of someone wanting to 
buy something like a pound of 
Ipemin hut “I didn’t g«) 
through with it” and left 
Lloydminster. 

.Asked if he knows Robtiy 
Gibb. Caldwell replied “yes. 
About a year I guess, may he 
iess.” 

He said “I can't re¬ 
member” if he “pul down” 
drugs for anyone other than 
Laverty. 

He agreed he had tnim time 
to time hidden supplies of 
drugs. 

Asked if on ocv'asion he had 
discovered drugs taken by 
someone else — “ripped off” 
Owen-Flood said — Caldwell 
refilled “yes I would say so.” 

The trial, before an assize 
jury and Mr. Justice Victor 
Dryer, will continue .Monday.

Water Rights Comptroller 
Howard DeBeck Friday gave 
B.C. Hydro the go-ahead to 
build a ^.2 billion dam on the 
Columbia River near Revel- 
sioke. It will be the province’s 
second largest dam. 

The decsion follows the 
longest public hearings 21 
days plus eight weeks of re¬ 
view ever held on a dam¬ 
building project in B.C. 

Objectors concentrated 

their criticism' on three 
aspeits: 

• Safety in view ol a large 
landslide area near Downie 
Q'oek. above the damsite. 

• Adverse effcct.s on fish 


As a- result DeBeck has or¬ 
dered Hydro to lower the 
water level in the -proposed 
storage area until he's sa- 
lisfi^ that the Downie slide 
stabilization work has lieen 
completed. 

"I have made h a condition 
of the licence that the level of 
water i-etaincd by the dam 
shall not exceed an elevation 
of 1.850 feet until remedial 
work with respect to the Dow¬ 
nie slide has been completed 
to my satisfaction," DeBeck 
said. "This means the water 
•level will be restricted to 30 
feet below the full design until 
satisfactory .stabilization mea¬ 
sures have been constructed 
and are working satisfac¬ 
torily.” 


DeBeck said he was sa¬ 
tisfied that with the water at 
his stipulated level "the dam 
will be sale against any slide- 
induced effects." 

DeBeck said he was aware 
that by lowering the water 
level he was also reducing the 
ix>wcr output.” (But) .. 
since the fiower output will 
only be reduced by about 
seven per cent, the economic 
viability of the project will 
not be lost in spile of the 
redued benefits and the proj¬ 
ect could ojierate indefinitely 
under this restriction if 
deemed necessary."

DeBeck said he found the 
evidence presented by a panel 
of geological experts on the 
DoNvnie slide area "impres¬ 
sive."

THK .’VIOXDAV statement 
followed a wiiiten request 
fi-om botli Uie regional dis¬ 
trict and tJic city thal the 
minister confer with repre¬ 
sentatives frwn both to dis¬ 
cuss any new policy which 
his department might have 
reached in connection with 
the location of new interme¬ 
diate care healtii units, as he 
had committed himself to do 
on at least two prior i>cca- 
sions this year. 

In light of the department’s 
disckisure two weeks ago that 
an intcrmediate-care home 
was to be constructed in 
Parksvillc. both tlie city and 

distinct in separate meetings 
had insisted that if this 
move indicated a new poli¬ 
cy in the matter, an immedi¬ 
ate meeting with McClelland 
was necessary. 

THUS REGIONAL district 
chairman George McKnight.

A definite commitment for 
radar installation at the in- 
creasingly-buay Pat Bay Air¬ 
port was made Wednesday at 
a meeting between federal 
trans|K>rt ministry officials 
and air traffic contndlers. 

Tl’s going to xomc. but 
maybe not for two years." 
Wayne Sankey. \*hairman of 
the airport safety committee, 
told Ihe Colonist Thursday. 

The commitment, he said, 
came from Norman Dick, act¬ 
ing regional marmger of the 
ministry’s air traffic serxices 
division. 

“We (the air traffic con- 
ii*o]ler.>o c<»nsider installation 
of radar a top priority item at 


the busy Pal Bay airport," 
Sankey said. 

“We can’t provide the ser¬

Young hinting

SIOO.OOO on its water-distribu¬ 
tion .system this year and that 
loss will increase ne.xt year 
unless the city is allowed to 
raise rates. 

To cz)ver the loss, the city is 
looking for a 20-per-cent in¬ 
crease in retail rates. 

'Phal would mean the 
average water bill would go 
up from S6.60 for every two 
month |X)ri<Kl to S8.50, oi‘ XI a 
month. 

The problem is that the city 
ran'i raise water rates witb- 
oui permis.sjnn from the pi-o- 
vincial Water t.Hilifies Com¬ 
mission. 

Mayor Michael Young said 
Thursday Hie commission has 
been sitting on an application 
from the city for an in«Tease 
in water rales for about a 
year. 

The rity’s predicament 
came to light during a meet¬ 
ing of the iJreater Victoria 
Water B^iardl 

One of the items on the 
agenda was the provisional 
budget, calling for a levy of 
$1.S million to be raised by 
Victoria. Saanich. Oak Bay 
and Esquimau, the tavners of 
the water district. 

Saanich and Oak Bay are 
alliXced to increase rates 
writhoul approval of the com¬ 


mission because the> sell 
water to their own residents 
only. 

Victoria buys water whole¬ 
sale from the board and sells 
it to Victoria and Esquimau 
residents. For that reason, its 
rates must he approved by 
the commission. 

The rates charged to house¬ 
holders. he said, just weren’t 
enough to cover the operating 
costs. 

In some . rasfs, Victoria 
pays more for water than it 
charge.s to individual users, 
pariicularly v'-ilume-uaer^ such 
a.s indgstrial irtstallations. 

’Phe problem would he coni- 
l»onnded. Young said, if the 
wafer board 1 n r r e a .s e d its 
wholesale price to 20 cents a 
l.OtX) gallons from the present 
18 cents.

"This means the water 
level will be restricted to 30 
feet below the full design until 
satisfactory stabilization mea¬ 
sures have been constructed 
and are working satisfac- 
lorili’."

Electric Company 
To Operate 
On 'Stored Power' 


NEW YORK (UPIl - “The 
Electric Company" will be 
battery-operated after this 
year, ranning on stored power 
while the parent children's 
television workshop generates 
some new techniques for 
teaching reading on television. 

“Electric Company" is now 
In its sixth season, and it will 
be the last "new" season for a 
while. For Ihe three years fol¬ 
lowing the 1976-77' season. 
“Electric Company” will 
operate on reruns, with the 
CTW conducting research on 
Its goals, shows and ac-i 
com^ishments. 

“Sesame Street." CTW's in¬ 
itial and resounding success, 
opens its new season In 
November, and there are no 
plans to put it on reruns. 

Joan Ganz Cooney, president 
of CTW. said in an interview 
that after Ihe three-year 
research period. “Electric 
Company " will go back into 
production to implemeni what 
has been learned about 
teaching via television, at the 
least touching up old shows and 
where necessary totally 
revamping them and creating 
new ones 

"We have spent a lot of time 
In the past testing the effec¬ 
tiveness of whole shows." she 
said. “Now I would like to see 
them apart and tested piece by 
piece. That will tell us when to 
make new shows, when to add 
new elements and existing 
shows" 

There are two new 
characters on the show this 
year. One Is Steve Awesome, 
“the six dollar and thirty-nine 
cent man." a cross between 
superhero and superjertt. The 
other is Clayton, an animated 
character, who introduces ele¬ 
ments of the curriculum as 
part of “Electric Company's" 
attempt to cue its audience to 
be prepared for specific learn¬ 
ing situations. 

Mrs. Cooney remains justly 
proud of the accompllshmenta 
of “Electric Com^ny" and 
“Sesame Street." particularly 
In view of encouraging news 
about improved reading ability 
among school children. 

“National assessments show 
third grade up in reading, and 
very much up among poor 
blacks. Sesame Street' n hypo¬ 
thesized as one of the reasons, 
and ‘Electric Company,' too. 
iiiv . “■'■’k televtsloa 

Itself has made a difference 
and I do. too. 

“I don't mean just ‘Sesame 
Street' and ‘Electric 
Comapny.’ I mean entertain¬ 
ment shows as well. There are 
many other reasons, too, tn- 
cluding head-start programs, 
and tlw fact that teachers of 
reading have become more and 
more experimental. 

Mrs. Cooney Is not Impressed 
with the predictions that 
heralded the start of the televi¬ 
sion age as the end of readtng. 

"Every parent I know com¬ 
plains that they wish their kids 
read more." she said, “but 
most of the kids I know are In 
the comic book phase at the ex¬ 
act same point I was In the 
radio stage when I was a kid. 
Certainly books and magazines 


are selling very well among 
adults." 

Momentarily she wondered if 
high school youngsters might 
be reading less today than 
when she was a child, but then 
recalled her brother: “Certain¬ 
ly my brother didn't sit around 
reading books when we were 
kids. 

“I rather suspect my mother 
would have blamed my brother's 
not reading on television, if there 
had been such a thing. As It was. 
she blamed tl on raim and his 
passionate interest in tennis. ^ 
was the ardent reader in the 
family." 

She pointed out that children 
In the early stages read for in¬ 
formation — both specific facta 
and general knowledge of Ihe 
world — and today television 
provides much of this. Reading 
for pleasure is another, and 
more grownup, matter 

“I think television has put 
children on a somewhat faster 
tyack for gaining an 
education." she said. “I would 
moan and groan more about 
Ihe type of entertainment of¬ 
fered — and the violence"

Doubles Output 


Bv GEORGE W. CX)RNE(sl. 
NEW YORK (AP) - The 
biggest, best-equipped opera¬ 
tion in the countr>’. the Catholic 
Television Network of Chicago, 
went into its second school 
year this fall, with Its output 
nearly doubled 
It sees itself as “A model ’ 
for church broadcasting in the 
United States that eventually 
could become the center for a 
nationwide church TV network. 

‘ Our hope is to become the 
production house for the 
church nationally.'* says 
Charles E. Hinds, the 
network's executive director. 
“We re in a very healthy 
growth pattern. One of our big 
pushes now is syndication to 
other dioceses ’ 

The network is one of 20 
diocesan TV networks in the 
country, including Boston. 
Detroit. Los Angeles. New 
York. Brooklyn. Milwaukee. 
San Francisco and Rockevilie 
Center. N.Y.. broadcasting on 
special, ultra-high frequency 
channels. 

Some other dioceses use 
commercial cable TV sN'stems 


but on a limited basis 

Hinds says the television 
potentialities for the church 
are virtually unlimited — an 
“opportunity to write a new 
page’* in the history of church 
communications. 

The Chicago network began 
last year amid some protests at 
the initial |4-milIion invest¬ 
ment. but as the system grew' 
to nearly all the parishes and 
schools in the nation’s largest 
archdiocese, most of the 
criticism has died down. 

The Rev. Thomas E. Cima of 
St, Thelreda Church says he 
originally was “very skep¬ 
tical’ atout the network arxl 
questioned the amount invested 
in it. but his parish now has 
ordered additional receiving 
sets to handle the unexpectedly 
large use 

“Tile benefits to the school 
have been just tremendous,” 
he says. 

The network operates wiUi a 
$860,000 annual diocesan sub¬ 
sidy. but expects to reduce that 
this coming year by syn¬ 
dicating programs to other 
church broadcasting systems.

With rare good fortune, they 
made an extraordinary find 
within that year. “Once you see 
the ocean bottom carpeted with 
gold coins, you’ll never forget 
It. ’ Mel says of the experience. 
The crew had struck a pocket 
of gold from Spanish ships 
wrecked in 1715. 

When these shipwrecks 
became lest lucrative. Fisher 
turned hit attention to the 
Atocha. known to have been 
carrying cargo of immense 
value. Armed with information 
gathered in Spanish archives. 
Fisher moved to the Florida 
Keys, and then to an area cal¬ 
led the Quicksands. 

Here hit years of tedious 
search were rewarded. Divers 
brought to the surface a 
musket ball, an anchor, gold 
chain and silver coins. But 
none of these proved that 
Fisher had found the Atocha.

A few days after the can¬ 
nons were raisi^, Mel's oldest 
son Dirk, his daughter-in-law 
end a small crew were 
drowned when the salvage ship 
suddenly tank.

By Met on Air 


Four new operatic productions 
never before broadcast by the 
Metropolitan Opera -- including 
the long-awaited production of 
Massenet’s Ksclarmonde. starr¬ 
ing Joan Sutherland — highlight 
the 1976-77 season of the Met 
Opera. Saturdays on CBC Radio. 

The Met returns to the air 
Sat, Dec 4. 1 pm. on AM 
Network, with a new produc¬ 
tion of Wagner's Lohengrin, 
featuring the celebrated 
Spanish soprano Pilar 
Lorengar as Elsa of Brabant, 
the maiden in distress, and 
Hungarian tenor Rene Kollo, 
who makes his Met broadcast 
debut In the role of 'the 
mysterious knight Lohengrin. 
The performance is conducted 
by James Levine, who has just 
become the first American 
music director of the 
Metropolitan Opera. 

Massenet's glorious opera 
Ksclarmonde. which has never 
before been recorded except 
for a couple of excerpts, comes 
to the Met Opera stage Dec. 11. 
First performed in 1889 in 
Paris, the opera has not been 


presented in modern times un¬ 
til only recently when it was 
rediscovered by Richard 
Bonynge. 

Bonynge conducts the Met 
performance, which stars Joan 
Sutherland as Esclarmonde. 
who is chosen by her father. 
Byzantine Emperor Phorcas 
(sung by Clifford Grant in his 
broadcast debut) as his succes¬ 
sor. The roles of Esclar- 
monde's sister Parseis and the 
Bishop of Blois are sung by 
Canadian stars Huguette 
Tourangeau and Louis Quilico. 

Other operas new this season 
for Met Opera fans are 
Meyerbeer’s Le Prophete. Jan.

The 'Regeneration'of Groucho Marx 


By LEROY F. AARONS 

BF.VERLV HILLS. Calif. — In April. 1942. four month! 
after the start of World War 11. Groucho Marx was tn\1ted to 
take tea with First Lady Eleanor Roosevelt at the White 
House 

As they talked. Groucho still remembers, the Marine 
Band kept up a steady and loud barrage of march music in 
the corridor hlnally. Groucho turned to the peripatetic Mrs 
R and said: "Now I know why you keep traveling all Hm 
time." 

Thirty-four years later, at age 86. Groucho keeps travel 
ing 

He was in Washington last week for the first time in 
more than three decades to perform at a benefit for Ralpf 
Nader. He visited an exhibit of his letters at the Library ol 
Congress He donated a first Installment of his memorabilia 
to the Smithsonian. He went sightseeing and he entertained 
at his suite at the Madison Hotel. 

The itinerary, covering less than a week, sounded Ilka 
enough to exhaust a much younger man. But for Groucho. 
and for the group of young people that has entered his life in 
the last few years, it is part of a pattern that keeps the aging 
comic alive and vital 

The little-told story of Groucho's "regeneration” could 
make a fascinating novel: 1969 — famous old comic, recent¬ 
ly divorced for the third time, living virtually alone in a 
deteriorating Beverly Hills house Morose, depressed about 
a flagging career, nostalgic fan mail from movie reruns and 
television piling up unanswered. 

Enter pretty young woman, part-time actress, part-tima 
secretary, on loan as a temporary volunteer to help 
straighten out some of the comic's affairs They strike up a 
frien^hip She stays, and stays Begins organizing his 
business affairs. 

Comic's life perks up He discovers the world out there 
still remembers him. that a whole new generation of kids ac¬ 
tually reveres him 

1972 — SRO concert at Carnegie Hall 

1974 — Motion Picture Academy grants him a special 
Oscar. 

1974 — Old television quiz show. "You Bel Your Life." 
begins rerun in Los Angeles, soon is in more than 40 
markets, and spurs a new book by comic. "The Secret Word 
la Groucho." 

1976 — Groucho revival stimulates merchandising boom: 
Groucho tee-shirts. Groucho underwear. Groucho 
everything 

Money (an estimated |1 million in four years) and adula¬ 
tion pouring in. Pretty young woman, now comic's personal 
biBiness manager, b^mes target of sniping from press, 
and some members of comic's family Has comic become 
totally dependent on her? 

These are the bare outlines ol the Groucho story, circa 
1976 It is the latest twist in a life that has spanned nearly a 
century of tumultuous events ("Groucho remembers the 
Spanish-American war!" a friend said recently in wonder), 
and in many fluctuatiofjs of fortune and emotion 

The "pretty young woman" of the tale is Erin Fleming, a 
slender, energetic brunette In her IDs. with a shrewd 
business mind and a tart tongue. Fleming grew up in Canada, 
the dai^hter of a physician She came to Hollywood with 
the desire to be an actress, supported herself working as a 
secretary and in public relations Now she is in business as a 
manager of talent She has two clients besides Groucho and 
la lining up others ^ 

But her central preoccupation is the well-being and 
giorificatlon of Groucho. Some are pul off by her shortness 
and occasional abrasiveness, but few will question her 
almost fanatic loyalty to Groucho. 

"He is a sage, one of the great men." she says with In¬ 
tense conviction. “He's a genius So far ahead of his time. 
It's incredible. He was the Marx Brothers " 

A visitor to the Hillcrest Drive house that Groucho had 
built 22 .vears ago is immediately aware of how fastidiously 
the comedian's environment — both people and things — has 
been arranged to provide him a feeling of well-being and 
comfort. . . 

The interior was redone two years ago, at Erin's urging, 
by movieland designer Peter Shore, who did the homes 
of Rock Hudson. Paul Newman, Jimmy Stewart and 
others It is now youthful, breezy, almost coy. (' When I got 
' my first look at it.” recalls Skon. "the place was really 
depressing Every place but the living room was totally 
neglected") 

Shore elected bright colors — red. blue, yellow — tore 
out a wall in the living room, strewed plants and greenery 
everywhere, and populated the house with Marx Brothers 
career symbols: the lamps on the piano are little ceramic 
trees with monkeys on them: the red sofa hat an "animal 
crackers" pattern, the headboard of Groucho's bed it a pair 
of old circus doors: a stuffed gorilla with a cigar in its mouth 
stands by the fireplace 

Set in this environment, the first glimpse of Groucho was 
something of s shock. He looked old. His face had that white, 
pasty look of the aged His hair and moustache were gray 
and thin. He wore a hearing aid. Hit movements were slow, 
deliberate, and his speech came shirred and In a semi¬ 
whisper — tbs result of a heart attack and a series of strokes 
ever the last few years

"You realize we couldn't eat until you got here?" 
Groucho greeted me I was five minutes late But the remark 
was not a criticism — the wise-guy rasp and quick 
throwaway double-take were missing Like many old people. 
Groucho really was involved in the ritual highlight of the 
day's meals 

We sat down to a light lunch of fish crepes, vegetable, 
cottage cheese and a desert of canteloupe topped with 
strawberry yogurt. 

Tbe group included Groucho's day nurse: Hector Arce. 
co-author of two recent Groucho books: and Tom Wilhite, a 
23-year-old publicist whom Groucho met while giving a con¬ 
cert at Iowa State University and who now handles this 
pubiicity 

Groucho ate heartily, undaunted by a plastic yellow duck 
suspended over the dining room table (after the "secret 
word" duck of "You Bet Your Life" fame) that let out a 
maddening mechanical "quack" at periodic intervals He's 
had to give up cigars, drinking, sugar and most salts 

Groucho talked about his life “I'm up every morning at 
six. I read the L A. Times and the New York Times (on Sun¬ 
day). Then I go for a walk. In the park Ipick flowers and get 
arrested." 


Picking up on the mild joke. Arce coached, "Have you 
ever been arrested. Groucho?" 

"I was arrested once, when I was 10 years old, for steal¬ 
ing a printing press at Bloomingdale's a little toy press. 
They gave me a warning not to come to Bloomingdale's 
again. I sold the press to Gummo (or a dollar." Gummo and 
Zeppo, both living In Palm Springs, are the other surviving 
Marx Brothers. / 

There was a certain tension In the room. Everyone. It 
seemed, including the interviewer, was waiting for Groucho 
to be clever. 

"What's the name of the park where I go walking?” he 
abruptly asked the nurse. 

"Will Rogers Park " 

"1 met him," said Groucho. "We were playing baseball 
in Baltimore, and I got on first base and ran to second. He's 
standing between the pitcher and second base. He turns 
around and says. 'Groucho. you're out.' I said. 'How can I be 
out? You didn't tag me on second base!' He says. Look, son, 
when you get to be my age, wherever you're standing is se¬ 
cond base.' " 

That one was spontaneously funny, and might have been 
a metaphor (pr Groucho himself. Part of his life on base — 
lucid, active, involved with contemporary affairs, reading, 
writing, performing, going out to movies. Another part slipp¬ 
ing into memory, watching his dearest friends pass on. con¬ 
fusing the planes of present and past existence. 

During my interview with Groucho, the comic responded 
with answers characteristically caustic but at the same time 
displaying an up-todate knowledge of what is going on in the 
world Asked about the Arab boycott of businesses that trade 
with Israel, he said. “I think it's disgraceful. The Arabs 
shouldn't have that power He's (President Ford) afraid of 
them — they've got all the money." Groucho spoke about the 
Ali-Norton fight which he went to see at Hugh Hefner s 
Playboy mansion in Beverly Hills. "I think Norton won — if 
they fight again, he'd kill him" 

Then at once he was off on one of his memory journeys 
"You know Ben Hecht? Great writer ... I met him in Palm 
Springs once 1 said, Ben. how do you like it here?' He says. 
"There's nobody here but old sunburned Jews ' " 

Dealing with Groucho himself isn't alwa.vs easy He ran 
be argumentative and arbitrary The death of close friends 
like Jack Benny and songwriter Harry Ruby in the past year 
plunged him into deep fcpreasion. Fleming revealed 

"It's been very difficult, very difficult, since so many of 
his dear, dear friends have died It's hard (or me to deal with 
that sort of grief .. . Getting old is not an easy process " 

If one must grow old. it clearly is nicer doing it sur¬ 
rounded by caring people, and having the means to ease the 
path. As Groucho wrote recently: “There's a prayer of sorts 
I recite to myself every night. I don't know where it comes 
from, but It's me: Unborn tomorrow and dead yesterday, 
why (ret about them K today be sweet?" 

Then, with a touch of the old nuster. he adds: ".. . this 
is what I want on my tombstone: 

HERE LIES GROUCH MARX. AND LIES AND LIES 
AND LIES P S HE NEVER KISSED AN UGLY GIRL " 


Use 'Cray Card' with Meter 


By JERRY WINDLE 

There is a simple little 
device you can use in conjunc¬ 
tion with a light meter to make 
exposure readings more ac¬ 
curate Somewhere you may 
have run across the term gray 
card in photo books or from 
talking with other 
photographers If you don't 
know about it. let me enlighten 
you. 

We know that an object that 
is white reflects almost 100 per 
rent of the light falling on it. 
Likewise we know that a Mack 
object will absorb almost all of 
(he light and will reflect almost 
no light. Those subjects in 
between will reflect varying 
degrees of light. This is how we 
see different shades of gray. 

Now somewhere bark in the 
history of photography 
someone determined that an 
average subject reflects 18 per 
cent of the light falling on it 

Enter the gray card, which is 
usually about eight by 10 inches 
and reflects an exact II per 
cent 

Since (he light meler Is 


preset to determine an ex¬ 
posure from an average reflec¬ 
tance and the card has a refler- 
lance we know is 18 per cent, it 
is a simple matter to locate the 
proper exposure 

And how do you use the gray 
card? 

It is very simple. The idea is 
to place (te card in such a way 
(hat it is lit by the same light 
source and Intensity as the 
li^t that is falling on your sub¬ 
ject. So the first thing is to 
place the card in front of your 
subject 

Then merely point your 
camera at the card and take 
your reading. Important: You 
have to fill the viewfinder with' 
the card because the meter will 
pick up any other light around 
the card and give a false 
reading 

Also be careful to watch out 
for your shadow from the 
camera or yourself. If you get 
the shadow in the viewfinder 
area you will again get a false 
reading 

You ran cut tbe card down 
Into a more usuable size such 


as three by five inches which 
you ran carry in .vour pocket. 
When you are get ready to 
make your reading merely 
place Ihe card in front of the 
lens, fill (he viewfinder and 
take your readiiw 

It isn't necessary to focus on 
the card, merely fill the frame. 
The thing to remember is to 
make sure the light is the same 
as the light on your subject. 

If your subject is a light rotor 
such as sand, snow or while 
clothes, the gray card exposure 
is going to give you a reading 
that will over-expose' these 
lighter subjects. The same ap¬ 
plies if the subject is darker. 
The gray card reading will give 
you an average reading, but 
your pictures will be underex¬ 
posed 

You should take the gray 
card reading as a guide and 
calculate your exposure accor¬ 
dingly either way to allow (or 
extra bright or dark subjects 

The gray card Is an inexpen¬ 
sive addition to your camera 
bag You can buy two of the 


cards, which are about eight by 
10 inches in size (or $2 
Once .von use the gray card to 
improve your accuracy in es¬ 
timating exposure, then you 
ran begin to experiment with 
exposure variations (or dif¬ 
ferent effects in your pictures.

EI.rON JOHN; "Blue Moves" iMCA-Rockcl MlIKMl 
I'liere » no discernible excuse for an albuin as (bin as 
tliis liom a performer as occasionally inspired as Elton 
J'ibn. There s barely enough music here for one album — fhe 
enlire first side is a long mood music suite which is un¬ 
believable in its blandness — a problem which is com¬ 
pounded by Ellon s decision to let his esseniialiy mediocre 
band stretch out on almost every track. Some ol the singing 
creates a nice almosphere, halfway between the Band and 
ilie Ui-ach Boys, but mostly this seems like one of the most 
expensive bits ol fooling around since the Bolling Stones 
released "Jamming With Edward. ' 

ELEtTKlC LHiirr ORCHESTRAi A New World 
Record" (tniled Artists l)A-LA679-U) 

I'he amazing thing about this pretentiously titled album 
is that it nearly lives up to its self-proclaimed excellence. 
Part of this Is due to the inclusion of a fine song from ELO- 
leaders Jeff Lynne and Bev Sevan's original group, the 
Move; 'Do Ya' is far superior to any other composition here, 
and nearly as good in this version as in the original. But ELO 
has also matured as a pop record-making organization — at 
Its finest, even the most hokey, quasi-symphonic aspects of 
ihe album sound more like late Beatles ( "the white album. " 
Abbey Hoad,") than they do like Arthur Fielder. 

HIE LOST (iO.NZO BA.M); "Thrills ' lMCA-2n2| 

Jerry Jeff Walker's back-up band Is said to be the best 
gi oup in Texas; with the possible exception of Asleep At The 
V\ heel. This album isn't as good as their first, but it docs con¬ 
tain several exceptional tracks, including a remodeling of 
h rankle Ford s Sea Cruise,' ( Belief'), a take-off on Loudon 
Wainwrlght Ill s Dead Skunk' called Dead Armadillo,' and 
several straight originals. In fact, In Hobert Livingston, 

1 lary P. Nunn and John Inmon, the Lost Gonzo boys probably 
represent the finest assemblage of writing talent in ihe 
whole Western music movement. 

DENISE LA SALLE: "Second Breath " (ABCD-96«I 
La Salle scored big in 11)72 with "Trapped By a Thing Cal¬ 
led Love' and Now Bun and Tell That,' two pieces of burning 
I'liicago funk. Her new songs display a similar lyric 
freshness (check 'Tm Back to Collect ), but the gritty ex¬ 
citement of Ihe tracks Is dissipated. Instead of flowing with 
the power of this music. La Salle too often strains against it. 
The result is frequently more like a dcmonsiralion ol the 
song than a superior performance of it. Still, even if she only 
makes an average album every lour years. La Salle con¬ 
tinues to rank as one of the foremost female Innovators in 
p.)p. 

"STLFF" (Warner Bros, BS 29(ikl. 

Composed of the best rhythm section in New York City, 
and featuring Ihe rather Incredible talents of Steve Gadd on 
drums and guitarists Cornell Dupree and Eric Gale, Stuff 
first acquired an identity of Its own as-Joe Cocker s backing 
group. Their debut album suffers from the lack of vocals and 
the absence of any really distinguished compositions 
(although the medley of 'Dixie' and 'Up on the Hoof drives 
America home). Still, if you're Interested in what the men 
who make half of America's hits sound like on their own, this 
Is worth checking out. (If you're Interested In the other half, 
find a couple of albums The Section, the L.A. studio rats, did 
for Warner a few years ago.)

In hit prcfnc* to Tho Bad and the Lonely, "seven atorles 
of the best — and wont — Canadian outlaws." Martin Robin 
confesses that he wrote the book by default. "It occurred to 
me a while ago that It might be a g^ Idea to write a book on 
an Impoverished species — Canadian heroes," he notes. "But 
1 soon gave up the task as nearly hopeless and instead turned 
to the more sensible endeavour of conjuring Canadian vil¬ 
lains." 

There's something so typically Canadian about this line 
of reasoning that It's tempting to agree with It. But to do so 
would only be to swallow that same, dreary old typically 
Canadian line that we've swallowed for far too long already: 
l.'anada Is a second-class country with a dull history and a 
people Incapable of original or positive achievement on'their 
own. 

Personally, I've had it with such negative thinking. 
(Writing a column on Canadian books each week for four 
years has been an educative esperience.) Once you become 
aware of it, It's easy to see that negative thinking about 
Canadlanism has permeated everywhere. In much the same 
way as sexism before Women's Lib. When Martin Robin, who 
Is a political scientist at Simon Fraser University, by the 
way. started rifling through old history books, newspapers 
and magazines in search of heroes, what do you think he 
found'’ 

I don't mean to blame Robin for the prejudice. Ignorance 
and inferiority complexes of the past, but I do think he could 
have applied his imagination to his task a little more con¬ 
structively, When you're out on the beach turning stones, you 
won't find any agates if you haven't learned how to see them. 

The Bad and the liinely contains seven stories of men 
who fell foul of established law and order in various ways. 
Robin's accounts are pieced together from many sources and 
contain a plethora of facts at the expense of drama. They are 
further undone by Robin's prose, which is polka-dotted with 
proper nouns, tinged with faint but disagreeable levity, and

annoyingly inexact . . a country so wild and expansive 
a funeral '"meagerly attended by a clergyman") and incor¬ 
rect (".. . a noticeable bad effect”; he "Invited the police to 
lay back and wait.”) 

The Bad and the Lonely may be useful to Robin's fellow 
researchers for its bibliographical notes, but the general 
reader will be better off elsewhere. 


At last, a biography of Robert Servlet opened Carl F. 
Klinck's Robert Service with a good deal of pleased anticipa¬ 
tion It was only partially satisfied. . 

Klinck. a distinguished literary scholar who teaches at 
the University of Western Ontario, brings skilled technique 
and obvious enthusiasm to his subject, but Service has bwn 
too slippery for him. His literary output Included three "very 
large volumes” of collected verse numbering 2.000 pages In 
all; six novels, several of which were made into Hollywood 
films. In one of which Service appeared himself; two 
volumes of autobiography and one oddity. Why Not Grow 
Young?, "a handbo^ on exercise, diet and hygiene for men 
who had reached fifty.” 

All these works, concludes Klinck. are rife with 
autobiographical overtones, for from his earliest years Ser¬ 
vice's romantic method was to " create experience' so that 
he might be able to write about It.” Unfortunately for his 
biographer, however. Service often took elaborate pains to 
conceal personal allusions. Experiences were hoarded in 
notebooks, to turn up years later In finished works, and 
"Recycle" might have been his middle name. 

In short. Service has led his biographer a merry paper 
chase. The opening chapters of Robert Service ore well and 
simply told, but once the poet leaves the Yukon (In all, he 
spent only eight of his M years in the north), the book grows 
steadily more diffuse. 

Robert Service has the misfortune to fall between the 
two stools of papular biography and literary analysis. It la 
worth reading "for a' that," as .Service's early idol Robbie 
Bums would say. but the definitive Service biography is yet 
to be written. No prizes will be awarded for guessing what 
well-known writer this reviewer would nominate for the lob.

What to Get Aunt Ethel 



Each year at about this time I am 
badgered by perplexed souls seeking advue 
as to what books they should buy as 
f'hristmas gifts. "What, for heaven asake, do 
I get for my Aunt Ethel?" could be the plea. 
It's difficult to reply honestly to such a ques¬ 
tion without giving offence 

A carefully chosen booh Is always an ac¬ 
ceptable gift, but in order to choose well one 
must be conversant with the recipient s 
la.stes. The hypothetical Aunt Ethel (or Uncle 
Tom or Cousin Mary) may appear to be dif¬ 
ficult to please, but if you are prepared to 
take some trouble there is always a certain 
book that will win deep apprecation. 

Has Ethel read a library hook lately and 
expressed a wish to possess her own copy? 
Has .she a desire to learn more about Greece, 
the history of Labrador, the rivers of China, 
or Bedouins, a desire which can only be fulfil¬ 
led vicariously? It la no earthly u.se ashing 
me. but you who know the lady can easily find 
out by observation or judicious questioning. 

There are a few elementary rules to fol¬ 
low in choosing a book as a gilt Chances are 
that Aunt Ethel's taste does not coincide with 
yours so don't choose a book solely because it 
appeals to you. 

Book store assistants can be helpful but 
must of them lack second-sight and should not 
be expected to make choices for you on the 
slrenglh of "Have you got something suitable 
for an aunt?” or "What are aunts reading 
these days?" It's up to you to go to the store 
with some preconceived ideas, browse, and if 
you don't find exactly what you want, try 
elsewhere. 

Above all, don't shop on price and size A 
large, lavish, and costly Benyesque coffee- 
table production may loOk impressive when 
unwrapped on Christmas morning, but given 
to the wrong person (and who is the right per¬ 
son?) it becomes just another storage 
problem. 

Most people. I believe, would far sooner 
receive a medium-priced book, or even half- 
a dozen paperbacks — thoughtfully selected. 

If a relative or friend is extremely well 
read, has access to catalogues, and orders all 
books that interest him or her. then you've got 
a problem. Solve it by giving something 
diametrically different to the usual reading 
pattern; it could be. say. two or three out¬ 


standing science fiction books. You may help 
to create a whole new field of interest. 

For busy, busy executives, or highly intel¬ 
ligent people (no offence implied, but you 
know what I mean) you can t go wrong with 
relaxing quality whodunits or quality 
suspense yams. — 

I realize that in generalizing I am not be¬ 
ing very helpful, but apart from being ig¬ 
norant of strangers' tastes I am coascious, as 
I am every year, of how limited my reading 
has been. 

I have read about three hundred new book 
this year, incluiling the sixty or so I have 
reviewed I normally read twice this number 
but this has been a year of sickness These 
figures sound impressive but actually my 
reading represents the merest fraction of the 
some 60.0W new titles published each year in 
the English-speaking world alone. 

It’s more than likely, therefore, that I 
haven't set eyes on, let alone read, the special 
book that will gladden Aunt Ethel’s heart. 

There are some readers who will not ac¬ 
cept my protestations and who will insist on 
my being more specific. So. bowing to pres¬ 
sure, I’ll go back over some of tlw books 1 
have reviewed this year and mention those 
which appealed to me. 

First, and in a class by itself, is A Man 
Called Intrepid, by William Stevenson 
(Longman; (14 50). The factual story of a 
modest Canadian genius who created and ran 


a vast shadowy organization which did so 
much to ensure victory for the Allies in the 
Second World War is one that pmple of any 
age and of either sex will find absorbingly in¬ 
teresting. It's a book one values, and 
therefore makes an ideal gift. 

I received a surprising amount of positiva 
reaction to my review of Your Obedient Ser¬ 
vant (Methuen; (10). This, you will recall, is 
a selection of letters published by The Times 
of London during this century. 

My complimentary review of The Frank 
Muir Book (Collins; (12.05) elicited no 
reaction, but I hope some people were 
persuaded to obtain Muir’s book, which con¬ 
sists of an irreverent history of some of the 
arts mixed with a plentitude of pertinent 
quotations. 

Both the above are perfect bedside books, 
designed for dipping into, and are stimulating 
without taxing the intellect. 

My list contains only one luxury book — 
Fenwick Lansdowne's Birds of the West 
Coast (M. F. Feheley; (40). This, to use a 
hackneyed phrase, would be a gift that goes 
on giving. 

There Is a fair amount of good fiction 
about, and I'm sure Pat Barclay could com¬ 
pile a lengthy list. Of the small number of fic¬ 
tional works 1 have read for review purposes 
only one was outstanding—Mary Stewart's 
Touch Not the Cat (Musson; (8 95). 

For incurable romantics you might con¬ 
sider The Mystery of King Arthur, by 


Elizabeth Jenkins (Thomas Nelson: (19 99). 
although, personally. I prefer the novels e« 
'■(he subject, brilliantly written by the tamo 
Mary Stewart. 

Several other books impressed mo 
favorably, notably Ronald W Clark's exceU 
lent The Life of Bertrand Russel (McGraw- 
Hill Ryerson; (17 95). The Shadow of tho 
Winter Palace (Macmillan: (1395), Edward 
Crankshaw's fine treatment of the Romanov 
dynasty. Twilight of Authority, by Robert 
Nisbet (Oxford; (tt 50). a Toynbee-typo 
book without Toynbee's gloom; Robert 
Ardrey’s Tbe Hunting Hypotheses (McCleF 
land and Stewart; (1150). Montgomery of 
Alamein, by Alun Chalfont (McGraw-Hill; 
(17 95); and Nelson and His Captains, by 
Liidovic Kennedy (Collins. (13.95) 

I repeat, these books appealed to me; 
whether they will please Aunt Ethel or Undo 
Tom is for you to deride. 

If you want a stimulating book fur 
someone elderly, or someone nearing retire¬ 
ment, you cannot do belter than A Good Age, 
by Ur Alex Comfort. (General, (It 50). 

Finally. I feel duty bound to mention a 
coffee-table book that you should think twice 
about before buying. This is Karsh Portraits 
(University of Toronto Press; (24.95). 

The Ottawa photographer’s work has ap¬ 
peared in volume after volume over the years 
and despite the duplication of portraits, no 
one has kicked up a fuss. But now it's time 
to blow the whistle, enough is enough 

The latest book contains forty-eight 
portraits—of which only eight are new. 'Hie 
remainder have been published before, some 
of them again and again, like the famous war¬ 
time photograph of Winsotn Churchill. 

Apart from the portraits of Prince 
Charles and Jacques Cousteau, the additions 
are disappointing. I have seen better shots of 
Castro. Nabokov and Norman Mailer, and as 
for Muhammad All. well, he's 
unrecognizable-in a pin-stripe suit yet. 

If you have never seen the Karsh collec¬ 
tion, forget what I 've said because the earlier 
work is magnificent. But if you, or particular¬ 
ly the recipeint of your intended gift, is 
familiar with the old master’s work, be 
warned that in Karsh Portraits both 
photographs and text afk the mixture as 
before with very few exceptions.

Too Many Fail 
To Survive 
The Junk Test 




There is room for automation 
In the reviewing of children's 
books. The reader in our house 
who always settles down first 
to the latnt batch sorts them 
out in about five minutes Neat. 
Terrible. Bits of IL are okay. 
Whyever did he make them do 
that? Crazy. Kind of fun 
Bleah Slap, slap on the pile, 
picture books every five 
minutes, novels anything up. to 
an hour and a hall All dismis¬ 
sed in a phrase with an en¬ 
viable lack of self- 
consciousness. Some weeks 
later I find myself taking far 
lunger to come to what are 
generally the same conclu¬ 
sions. more tactfully of course, 
but wishing 1 could explain 
them so neatly and with such 
despatch 

This self-analysis and doubt 
Is generated by the incredible 
amount of junk published under 
the name of children's books. 
And I make a division between 
readable and unreadable junk. 
There's a certain sort of mass- 
produced book that we all read 
according to our interests. 
Some authors obviously make a 
living at It. William Campbell 
Gault has written 25 books or 
so. all fiction, each tied to a 
certain sport. 

The Big Stick Is about 
hockey, and that's the sum of 
what it has going for it. It's the 
same with nurse or horse 
stories for girls. Put a hospital, 
a stable or an ice rink in there 
and you're assured of a sale. 
And in Gault, as all the others, 
there's a certain bare ade¬ 
quacy about the style (almost 
inevitably cast in the first 
person narrative so that Its col¬ 
loquialisms are justifiable). 
The plots are totally, 
sali.sfyingly predictable, and 


the heroes all have the same 
face. 

Chip Young's The Wild Cana¬ 
dians belongs to this group 
despite the fact that it's bean, 
beavers, polecats and possums 
playing hockey. Thornton 
Burgess on skates if you like. 

But then there is the un¬ 
readable junk. Much of this is 
written to fulfil some moral or 
educational function. In the 
last few years, for Instance, 
stories that seek to promote 
tolerance and understanding of 
the handicapped have become 
common. 

Rachel, by Elizabeth 
Fanshawe. illustrated by 
Michael Charlton, is shout a lit- 
tie girl confined to a 
wheelchair. In picture book 
form and aimed at the beginn¬ 
ing reader, it exemplifies the 
faults these books are prone to. 
The essence of the argument Is. 
of course, that Rachel's hopes 
and fears are ordinary, just 
like everyone else's But her 
life in prose and picture is so 
excruciatingly dull that it's as 
if she had no problems at all. 

It may be an ordinary life in 
all its dullness that the han¬ 
dicapped have to struggle to 
achieve, and so value what we 
are ungrateful for. But then the 
secret of writing about this is 
to convey all those everyday 
routines with new freshness. 
Where is the real Imaginative 
response to Rachel's situation? 
The real understanding as op¬ 
posed to the charitable demand 
for it? 

Whales to set the, by 
Glendon and Kathryn 
Swarthout, is a novel for older 
children with the tame 
namby-pamhy quality.

Father Christmases come In many shapes and sizes, but 
never more attractively disguised than as J. R. R. Tolkien, 
who years ago look on the job of sending pictures and letters 
to his children from the North Pole In elegantly addressed 
envelopes with ornamental capitals. These have now been 
collected and packaged as a picture book. Father Christmas 
Letters. 

Every Christmas from 1925 to 1939. Father Christmas 
corresponded, in a delicate spider wobble of a hand: he was 
always having such trouble getting the presents organized 
and keeping the North Polar Bear, his chief helper, in order, 
that he used to write in a slight state of shock: once his hat 
got stuck on the North Pole and Polar Bear, trying to rescue 
it. snapped the pole, came crashing through the roof, broke 
his leg and caused snow to melt all over the presents in 
the cellars. 

Gradually Falher Christmas' household Increased to in¬ 
clude snow-boys. Polar Bear's nephews, a number of red and 
green elves (one named Ilbereth) and a rave bear. Goblins 
. arrived too,' stealing the presents and finally driven out by 
FC's patent green luminous smoke. Polar Brar was splendid 
on these occasions, keeping his nose toward the cellar door 
so that he could smell them out. and squeezing, squashing 
and trampling on Goblins (who shrieked like engine 
whistles) in a most satisfactory way. As you can see. there 
are more than a few echoes of Ganitalf; there is even some 
Elvish to be translated. 

Better enjoy this one. for there is surely little Tnikein 
now left to be discovered.- 



smates. go out for the day to 
see whales and come up 
against another class of sixth- 
graders with whom they argue 
and fight. The Cap'n. who has 
cheerily put out to sea in the 
fare of warnings about bad 
weather, is undeterred even 
'when John has thrown himself 
overboard and had to be 
rescued. 

The behavior of the whales, 
who never Isolate any member 
of the pod. Is contrasted 
favorably with that of human 
beings. Clearly the whale has 
taken over from the ant and the 
bee as the animal from whom 
we might learn much, but I'm 
afraid the story is submerged 
in the whale-size lesson and an 
ending so mishandled as to ap¬ 
pear misanthropic. A ray of 
hope was needed about human 
beings, not just about whales. 


A Sugar-Coated Fairy Tale 


Brian Wildsmilh's latest 
book, Blue Bird, is an adapta¬ 
tion of Maurice Maeterlinck's 
play. 1 never much cared for 
the original. It had a long 
period of popularity after iU 
appearance in 1909. although it 
has now largely dropped out of 
siglit. perhaps because its 
laiiy-tale structure is dressed 
up in so many layers of rose- 
colored symbolism that It is all 
message and no movement. 

Mytyl and Tyltyl, the wood¬ 
cutter's children, accompanied 
by Dog, Cat, Bread, Sugar and 
several more, seek the blue 
bird that will cure the ailing 
daughter of the Fairy 
Berylune. They visit their dead 
grandparents, the Palace of 
Mght, the halt where all the 
children dwell who have not yet 
been born. The story has 


something in common with the 
less well known stories of Hans 
Andersen. 

What the play must have had 
on stage was some spectacular 
eltects; marbled hails and pil¬ 
lared domes, spirits of the 
trees and stars sifting in and 
out, disappearing and chang¬ 
ing, dressed in shimmering 
gauze and gold and silver. 

Wildsmilh’s painting. Its rich 
texture and color, render this 
aspect perfectly, and Mytyl 
and Tyltyl s power to see into 
the souls of things suits exactly 
the naturalistic combined with 
the abstract in shape and form 
that Wildsmith alwavs^USes so

efleclively. Consequently, the 
pictures seem particularly apt. 
Irum the plumpness of the quilt 
covering Tyltyl and Mytyl, a 
patchwork of watered splashes 
of color, to the soul of Fire, 
resplendent In feathers of 
scarlet and orange with a 
jester's legs and arms, like a 
magnificent rooster. 

I don't know that the story 
when pruned Improves very 
much. With the characteriza¬ 
tion necessarily reduced, the 
lack of continuity is more ap¬ 
parent, but at least Wildsmith 
has managed to get rid of the 
male chauvinist aspects of the 
tale (where Mytyl Is forever 
terrified and Tyltyl has the 
stout heart). If you have a soft 
spot for the play, then this is a 
very pleasant way for children 
to become acquainted with It. 




The two Canadian historical 
novels are both more success¬ 
ful. Bill Freeman's Skan- 
tymei of Cache lAke describes 
the hardships of the shantymen 
in the lumber camps of 
Eastern Canada in the late I9th 
century and their attempts to 
unionize. 

The physical details of life, 
like the square camboose oi 
sand and earth which holds 
the fire and where the great 
iron pot of pork and beans sim¬ 
mers all day. are memorable: 
more so, unfortunately, than 
John and his sister Meg. who go 
to work at the shanty in an ef¬ 
fort to support their family 
after their father has been 
killed, only to discover that his 
death was murder rather than 
accident, the result of his 
leadership in efforts to un¬ 
ionize. 

The plot rolls out rather flat¬ 
ly. although Its components are 
exciting enough. There's a cer¬ 
tain dogged monotony about It 
which more sensitivity to the 
peaks of Incident would have 
helped. But It's a reasonably 
good adventure story with a 
fascinating If rather self- 
conscious Canadianness. 

Cariboo Runaway, by 
Frances Duncan, does rather 
better In the way of a story. 
Elva and Tim run away in 
search of their father, who 
went to the Cariboo after gold 
and has not sent word for two 
years. Their journey from Vic¬ 
toria to Barkerville. meetings 
with violent and lawless 
miners, Indians, Judge Mat¬ 
thew BegUa himself, make 
good reading, although the fun- 
damental problems of 
historical fiction sometimes 
disturb the plot. 

The opening paragraph Is a 
perfect example of what I 
mean: "Elva Parkhurst tossed 
impatiently In bed. It seemed 
as if she'd lain here forever, in 
the room she shared with Tim. 
listening to his breathing 


deepen and soften as he fell 
asleep. There was no danger of 
her accidentally falling asleep:. 
she was loo excited. But would 
her mother never turn down 
the coal oil lamp and leave the 
parlour?” As you can see. It's 
an inviting start. But “coal 
oil." There it is. a miniature of 
all the besetting problems, 
because of course, for Elva. 
totally at ease in the period, it 
would be just a "lamp." 
Whoever says "Switch off the 
electric light?" In similar cir¬ 
cumstances? 

All the same Carlboe 
Runaway has some entertain¬ 
ing melodrama and the added 
charm of a familiar locale. 

From B. L. Konigsburg. who 
has won the Newtery medal, 
one expects something good. 
Father’s Arcane Daughter does 
not disappoint. As usual, 
there's a mystery to be solved 
and some Interestingly outlan¬ 
dish characters made entirely 
credible by crisp and amusing 
dialogue. Caroline Carmichael, 
having been abducted 20 years 
before, suddenly drops back 
Into her wealthy family's life 
like a pebble, setting off ripples 
across the existence of her 
father, his new wife and her 
young stepbrother grid sister, 
Winston and Heidi, who have 


been guarded like priceless or¬ 
naments after the earlier kid¬ 
napping Is Caroline really 
Caroline? Thai's only the first 
and most obvious question. 
Would it matter anyway, the 
much more interesting issue. 

Since Jean Little is one of the 
better known Canadian authors 
for children. It Is a pity that her 
latest title. Stand in the Wind, 
only gets a borderline pass in 
the junk test. The plot revolves 
around four girls al a cabin on 
the lake and their process of 
self-discovery. Martha Win¬ 
ston is unlucky enough to break 
her arm so that she cannot 
make the longed-for visit to 
summer camp, and she and her 
sister are stuck with two other 
girls, the younger of whom. 
Kit, is dominated by her elder 
sister. Martha shows Kit how 
to “stand in the wind" — take 
the buffets of hfe if you like, 
for you never love the wind If 
you let it shove you around. 

The identity crises of 
adolesence are the basis of 
many a good tale, of course, 
but the drama of this one is ob¬ 
viously slage-managed. And 
although a careless colloquial 
language Is appropriate to the 
dialogue, it does nothing to help 
the story when extended into 
the narration.

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Telling It 
In Pictures 


One of the best pirture books 
wiiltoui words I have seen late¬ 
ly Is Margaret Hartelius' The 
rhlcken’s Child. There is a 
flamboyance in the line like 
that of a good cartoonist, and 
the fat. motherly hen and al¬ 
ligator ~ for that’s what the 

• egg she hatches turns out to be 
— are full of vitality and 
humor. 

We see it all; her pride In 
presenting this new acquisition 
to the farmer, her slightly puz¬ 
zled disapproval when the al¬ 
ligator gets Into the water bowl 
after drinking from It: her fus¬ 
sy delight in measuring his 
growth: her horror at his om¬ 
nivorous a^etite as he devours 
apples. ladders, pies. 

• clotheslines. Dismissed for 
making a meal out of a tractor, 
the alligator finally redeems 
himself and makes do with pan¬ 
cakes and dog biscuits. A 
tamed and charming dragon, to 
be recommended for any child 
who likes to look at books but 
cannot yet read. 

Bill Binzen's Alfred Goes 
Flying makes an immediate 
appeal because Its teddy-bear 
heroes are photographed 
against real backgrounds, and 
their plane is made out of 
-flashlight parts, a funnel and 
some pieces of Tinker toy (and 
It goes!) But beyond the clever 
technique of picture-making, 
the book has little to recom¬ 
mend it; the story is even con¬ 
tradictory. One moment the in¬ 
trepid pair are saying they 
can’t swim and three pages 
later they are about to dive into 
the lake for a dip. Not good 
enough. * 

How the Kookaburra Got bis 
l.augh by Aviva Layton Is part¬ 
ly Cana^an. being by a Cana¬ 
dian. but. as you might have 
gucs.sed. one originally from 
Au.stralia and married to Irv¬ 
ing. The tale begins quite well 
hut doesn't seem to have found 
Itself. Kookaburra's change of 
country from Africa to 
Australia may reflect a 
zoological probability but it 
makes for a broken-backed 
tale. 

Then there are echoes of The 
Hou.se at Pooh Comer when 
Kookaburra writes a very 
badly-spelled notice that 
doesn't fit the pattern *01 the 
‘why* atory. Kookaburra it 
much concerned, like Owl. with 


wisdom, but never actually 
succeeds in persuading anyone 
that he has it. In any case, the 
Australian animals decide that 
the message of laughter he 
brings is much more valuable. 

The tale has possibilities but 
Is not aided by the illustrations 
which are bright but un¬ 
distinguished When It is ex¬ 
plained for instance that “he 
fastened his posters with little 
twigs ail over the trees and 
bushes ' — one has a right to 
expe<'t the picture to explain 
how. and in this case there is 
Just a flat grey trunk that looks 
as if it belongs to an elephant 
Instead of a tree, with a notice 
made out of a Flintstone g" 
rock, attached against all 
natural laws by littla curly 
things in each corner. 

Krispia’t Fair, by John G. 
Keller, has been ilhi.strated by 
the Caldecott medal winner Kd 
Kmberley, and 1 found his 
dumpling knights irresistible, 
surrounded as they are by tur- 
baned dogs as squires, a bull¬ 
dog or two with armor on and 
a smile or frown on every face 
around — pheasant, hen. duck, 
pony, spider — to accompany 
the action.

Prince Krlsptn, " the 
atory begin.s: only we have 
already seen the self-important 
little Prince Roderick shoot an 
arrow through his father i 
crown tKlunk!) to bring the 
decision about. The trouble is 
that the impetus and vitality 
remain with the pictures and 
the story itself lapses after that 
promising beginning-Krispln Is 
all too long-suffering;

Roderick deserve* \o have a 
few curls disarranged or a few 
dents in his armor. 

One picture book that is 
great fun is The Terrible Troll- 
Bird, a version of a Norwegian 
folk tale by Ingri and Edgar 
Parin d'Aulaire. veteran col¬ 
laborators In the field of 
children’s books. Their pic¬ 
tures have lost none of the zest 
which won them the Caldecott 
medal nearly 40 years ago. and 
the huge old evil rooster of the 
title peers at the children (Ole. 
Una. Sina and Trina as they 
are properly called) with an 
impish look, his red cocks¬ 
comb tilted rakishly forward, a 
cross between a toque and a 
trilby He dies of course, killed 
with a silver button shot from a 
blunderbuss, his claws sticking 
up absurdly over the horizon, 
and makes a delicious dinner 
for the whole valley. The trolls 
who come threatening punish¬

Kay (rhorao't lllustralinns 
for Ann Schweninger's The 
Hunt for Rabbit's Galosh are 
delightful. The element of the 
grotesque which was dis¬ 
tasteful In her drawings for 
Judith VIorst'i Rosie and 
Michael has been contained, 
and the dragon in the bread 
box. wrinkled and solid as a 
rhino, looks aleepily good- 
natured. and does not open up 
voids of horror as the pictures 
In the earlier book seemed to 
do Rabbit’s house is full of ex¬ 
otic or familiar beasts in 
strange places all enlisted in 
the search for the red galosh. 
Tiger comes up with the wrong 
item all the time and Rabbit 
hlnis^f. like the White Rabbit 
In Alice, tends to exclaim “Oh, 
my ears and tail!" at every dis- 
an>nintmeh(. 

A folk tale recorded in New 
Brunswick and adapted by 
FTank Newfeld and William 
Toye makes a handsome ap¬ 
pearance as SImoB and the 
Goldee Sword, with Newfeld s 
illustrations. It Is a traditional 
tale, combining a large number 
of eiementj common to Euro¬ 
pean folklore — too many, 
perhaps, (or It to rank among 
Ihe bnt stories of this kind, 
although there are enough dif¬ 
ferences of detail to make it in¬ 
teresting, and Newfeld focuses 


accordingly upon these In his 
pictures. 

Alphabets and counting 
books are still produced In 
quantity. There must be now 
quite enough to learn from a 
difterent one every day until 
you are seventy, if you can re¬ 
main Illiterate that long. Ap¬ 
ples 10 Zippers by Patricia 
Kuhens is an alphabet book 
made up of photograph.s These 
are very attractive, and there 
IS a ('ertain puzzle pleasure In 
working out Just what word 
refers to Just which picture, 
though I had trouble with the 
Vs, since I thou^t yell' was

Tuivtra has brought out four liny books — mini-books lor 
mini-hands they have raiied them — looseiy limiiar in that 
ait are about animats, with an Kngtish-French text for 
I'hitdren of 3-8. This seems to be unquestionabiy one of the 
mo.st interesting directions of Canadian books for children, 
and. indeed, not unexpected from Tundra, who see pos¬ 
sibilities where others do not (Tundra published Mary of 
Mile 18 and Kurelek). 

These four-inch-square books are most attractive and 
one. Olive, by Phillip Stratford, really first class, all about a 
dachshund I which is to say two dogs long and only half a dog 
high I and the comical difficulties the has with her shape and 
size. Both text and pictures are unpretentious, simple, im¬ 
aginative. humorous and entirely satisfactory. 

The other three books in the series do not quite match up 
to this but they are nevertheless charmii^, and the combina¬ 
tion of French and English, so often hopelessly awkward, ac¬ 
tually works, peilSaps because of the simplicity of the text.
